Uncle Sam Will Take 
the Offensive, 


An Aggressive Policy to Be 
Pursued Henceforth, 


Havana to Be Reduced and 
Cuba Invaded. 


‘ Commodore Watson’s Squadron Will 
Join the Other Fleets and a Gen- 
eral Onslaught Will Ensue—The 
President Means Business. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

MIAMI (Fla.,) May 17.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The administration at 
Washington has ceased to act on the 
defensive. It will be aggressive front 
now on. Havana is to be reached and 
Cuba invaded whether the Spanish 
warships in Atlantic waters are de- 
stroyed or not. 

The first step in the new policy was 
taken today. It is learned from Key 
West that Commodore Watson has 
started for Havana with United States 
squadron No. 3 to work in harmony 
with the squadrons under Rear-Ad- 
miral Sampson and Commodore Schley. 
It is a formidable fleet, capable of 
making a fight against the squadron 
under ‘Admiral Cervera. \But it is 
likely that it will join Commodore 
Schley’s squadron, which is due off Ha- 
vana today. The combined fleet thus 
formed would be equal to a conflict 
with all the warships which rumor has 
placed in West Indian waters. 

It is not expected that Commodores 
Schley and Watson will begin at once 
to bombard Havana. They will wait, 
sleeping on their arms, so to speak, to 
meet the Spaniards, if they make a 
dash to get under the big guns of Ha- 
vana Harbor. If the Spaniards come 

ere sill be @ great naval battle, the 


fodtcome. of which can hardly be 


doubted. If the Spaniards do not 
come, the bombardment of Havana 
will begin when the soldiers of the 
United States are ready to crowd 
Blanco from the rear of Havana. 

In conjunction with the movement of 
Commodore Watson today there is ac- 
tivity in the army, which indicates a 
speedy movement for the landing of 
troops. Perhaps they will go on Cuban 
soil under the guns of some of Commo- 
dore Watson’s fleet. 

Commodore Watson took his fleet 
from Key West today singly. He has 
been coaling for several days, and the 
fuel. is piled high on the decks. His 
fleet consists of the powerful monitors 
Puritan and Miantonomoh, the cruiser 
Cincinnati, the auxiliary cruiser St. 
Paul, the torpedo-boats Ericsson, Du- 
pont, Foote and Cushing, andthe gun- 
boats Helena, Bancroft, Dolphin, Mor- 
rill, Eagle, Hawk and Wasp. 

This squadron might be able to dis- 
pose of the squadron under Admiral 
Cervera without the aid of the Massa- 
chusetts, the Texas and the Brooklyn 
under Commodore Schley. Cervera is 
supposed to have the cruisers Vizcaya, 
Maria Teresa, Cristobol Colon and Al- 


| mirante Oquendo, and the torpedo-boat- 


destroyers Pluton and Furor. But Com- 
modore Watson would hardly like to 
meet Cervera if he has been reinforced 
by the cruisers Princess de Asturas, 
Cardenal Cisneros and Cataluna, and 
the destroyer Terror and the torpedo- 
boats supposed to be under command of 
torpedo-expert Admiral Villamil. Any 
two of the three American fleets could 
dispose of the combined Spanish fleet. 

Any dash on the part of Spaniards to 
get under shelter of Havana's big guns 
would be ifiteresting. Should the dash 
be made at night, Commodore Watson's 
torpedo-boats would have a chance to 
demonstrate their usefulness. But the 
movement is essentially offensive, not 
defensive. It is to be followed by the 
invasion of Cuba, and the war is to be 
pushed to a speedy ending. 


THE PRESIDENT MOVED. 


Signifies His Intention to Stop the 
Barbarities in Cuba. 
[B¥ DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, May 17.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The President listened to- 
day to the most recent reports of starv- 
ation and misery in Cuba. He expressed 
deep emotion at the recital and signified 
his determination to put an end to the 
conditions. 

The President hopes that the move- 
ment on Cuba may be begun by the 
end of this week. Plans to convoy the 
troops without waiting for the capture 
or destruction of the Spanish fleet were 
discussed. The President told his advis- 
ers today that, fleet or no fleet, the op- 
erations in Cuba must begin, to carry 
out the humane purpose of which this 
country entered upon the war. 

One cause which moved President- 
McKinley to, declare today that the 
movement on Cuba must be delayed 
no longer, was the report made to him 
by Walter Barker, who was Consul! at

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an American he put in charge of the 
relief work. Before he left Cuba, Con- 
sul Barker had in operation a system 
which was covering forty-four towns. 
The relief being handler through his 
consulate was going to the preservation 
of 40,000 persons. Mr. Seigle, the Amer- 
ican left in charge of the work, has had 
to flee for his life. Mr. Seigle got away 
from Sagua on May 7. He writes to 
Consul Barker of the difficulties en- 
countered before he was allowed to 
leave the Harbor of Sagua, even after 
he had reached the British ship with 
other refugees. 

“After being one day on board,” Mr. 
Seigle writes, ‘‘the American citizens 
were ordered by the Spanish authori- 
ties to land. They refused. The Brit- 
ish Consul telegraphed to Havana, and 
the answer was an order from Gen. 
Blanco to allow Americans to go. Thus 
we escaped the good reception that 
the intransigents were preparing for us 
at Sagua. I left, fearing that my con- 
nection with the distribution of the 
supplies sent by the American people 
would make me hateful to the Span- 
iards, as on several occasions they 
have attempted to attack persons en- 
gaged in such work. The American 
citizens employed in the relief were 
demanded by order of the Mayor and 
the place of issue removed to another 
stand. These steps were taken, obey- 
ing orders from the military com- 
mander, Sefior Lomo.” 

“The miserable reconcentrados,”’ Mr. 
Seigle continues, ‘“‘are today in a far 
worse condition than during the reign 
of Gen. Weyler. The military demand

The Mayors of Gaibaren, 
Placetas and Vueltos refused to receive 
provisions and wrote us not to send 
them any or it would inconvenience 
them.”’

OF ITS PURPOSE. 


SPANISH TRAP TO CATCH UNWARY 
AMERICAN CRAFT. 


‘An Old Spanish Schooner Loaded 


with Rusty Iron, Found in the 
Track of Dispatch Boats Near 
Havana. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT KEPORT.)} 

(Copyright, 1898.) 

KEY WEST (Fla.,) May 17.—The 
United States cruiser Wilmington, 
commander C. C: Todd, when about 
thirty miles east of Havana, fired four | 
shells into a Spanish trap in the shape 
of a derelict, sinking it and thus do- 
ing away with another piece of Spanish 
trickery. 

The commander of the Wilmington 
had been warned by dispatch boats 
that some dangerous wreckage was 
drifting about the spot mentioned, and 
the cruiser steamed in that direction 
to investigate the reports. 

An old Spanish schooner, with her 
deck loaded to the rails with rusty 
iron, car wheels, etc., closely packed 
together. was found floating in the 
track of the torpedo boats and dispatch 
boats. The iron-laden schooner had 
evidently been sent out of Havana 
Harbor in the hope that a torpedo boat 
or some craft of the blockading force 
would crash into it and be so damaged 
as to cause her to sink. 

As wires were noticed around the iron 
rails on the schooner, Commander 
Todd believed the Spanish trap might 
also contain explosives, and therefore, 
laying off a considerable distance from 
her, his guns promptly sent her to the 
bottom. 

Another commissioner from Gen. 
Maximo Gomez, the insurgent. com- 
mander-in-chief, arrived at Key West 
today. John F. Jova, the former United 
States Vice-Consul at Sagua la Grande, 
who was landed by an American gun- 
boat on the coast of Cuba about ten 
days ago, was picked up yesterday 
afternoon after an exciting experience 
with a Spanish gunboat, which the 
American gunboat chased into her har- 
bor. 

Mr. Jova succeeded in reaching the 
camp of Gen. Gomez, and has brought 
dispatches from the latter to Commo- 
dore Watson. He reports that Gen. 
Gomez and the several thousand men 
with him are in the best of spirits, and 
hope for a speedy ending of the situa- 
tion. Mr. Jova also reported that the 
Spanish troops are moving westward, 
keeping in the cities. 

He made part of the journey along 
the coast in a small boat, and was be- 
ing chased by ea Spanish gunboat when 
the American gunboat hove in sight. 
The Spaniard, though several miles off, 
fired a number of shots at the Ameri-' 
can vessel. The latter proceeded to 
pick up Mr. Jova and two companions | 
of the former consul, and then chased 
the Spanish gunboat, which promptly 
scudded for safety into port.

DIDN'T SAY IT. 


Gen. Merritt Repudiates 
an Interview. 


He Did not Criticise the War 
Department. 


The Remarks Attributed to Him 
Created a Stir. 


The Incident Officially Closed, Bat 
He Will Get the Force of Reg- 
ulars Demanded by Him for the 
Philippine Expedition . 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMFS.] 

WASHINGTON, May 17.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) The President and Secretary 
of War have decided to take no action 
with regard to the published statemefts 
ascribed to Gen. Merritt, in which he 
inferentially criticised the government 
for not furnishing a larger number of 
regular troops for the Philippine expe- 
dition. A telegram was received from 
Gen. Merritt by the Secretary of War 
this afternoon, which finally disposes 
of the matter. 

The reported intérviews with Gen. 


Merritt made a decided stir, and were :‘ 


the talk of the day in administration , 
circles. The publication immediately | 
attracted the attention of the officials 
of the War Department, and Secretary 
Alger at once expressed the opinion 
that-Gen. Merritt had been misrepre- 
sented. He did not believe, he said, 
that Merritt would place himself in 
the position of criticising the govern- 
ment, and he was confident that Gen. 
Merritt would explain the matter satis- 
factorily. 

Secretary Alger brought up the mat- 
ter in the Cabinet meeting, and it was 
decided that Gen. Merritt should be 
asked in a personal way for an expla- 
nation. Before such action was taken, 
however, a telegram from Gen. Merritt 
arrived. 

As soon as the War Department 
opened this morning, Col. Hughes, in- 
spector-general of the Department of 
the East, visited the Secretary of War. 
He was surprised to hear of the re- 
ported interview of Gen. Merritt and 
the feeling which had been caused on 
that account in Washington. He told 
the Secretary he believed Gen. Merritt 
had made no such statements. His 
own errand here at the instance of 
Gen. Merritt was to give the adminis- 
tration the general's views in regard to 
the character of the military force re- 
quired for the expedition to the Philip- 
pines. He made these representations 
to Secretary Alger and Gen. Miles, and 
it is expected at least 2500 to 3000 recu- | 
lars will be allotted for the expedition. 
Before having received the message of

that point. The department officials: 
are beginning to show a little sensitive- 
ness to criticism in the matter of dee 
lay in bringing the Spanish fleet inte 
action, conscious as they are that they 
have made all dispatch compatible with 
due regard for the safety of our own 
ports, as well as of the lives of the 
crews of our vessels. 

Every day there is talk of a changé 
in the naval plans brought about by 
some Movement of the Spanish squade 
ron, but what the latest phase of the 
campaign is, nobody outside of the 
members of the war board is compee 
tent to say. The general impression 
today is that no particular effort Is té 
be made just now to pursue the Span- 
iards, so long as they keep within the 
confines of the Gulf of Mexico and the 
Caribbean Sea, but that Sampson and 
Schley, in combination, will encircle 
the island of Cuba, maintain the block. 
ade and convoy troops across the Flor- 
ida straits, if necessary, meanwhile 
simply keping a watch on the Spanish 
flying squadron to see that it does no 
mischief either to the American fleet 
or by escaping into the Atlantic, te 
the seaboard cities. 

By this plan, the military and navaj 
officials might hope to silence the 
rather severe criticisms that are being 
expressed because of delays in opening 
the military campaign in Cuba itself. 

Considerable pressure has come upon 
the administration from Congressional 
quarters to have the campaign has- 
tened, and there are thought to be 
signs of a resumption of the plans of 
the military leaders for the invasion of 
Cuba at the point weher they were 
suddenly suspended by the announcé}- 
ment of the arrival of the Spanish fly- 
ing squadron at Martinique. One sign 
of this was the inclusion in the regular 
army orders of a direction to Capt 
Alger to go to Tampa to join Gen. Miles, 

The department professes to feel no 
apprehension that Admiral Dewey oF 
his men are in any way endangered by 
their occupation of Manila Harbor om 
the present basis, but this cannot be 
said of the unfortunate inhabitants of 
Manila, if the present situation is pro= 
tracted unduly. It is no small matter 
to organize and transport an expedi-> 
tion of 12,000 or 13,000 soldiers 6500 miles 
across the sea at short notice, but the 
indications are that within a week 
some of the soldiers at least, will be og 
their way from San Francisco, follows 
ing the Chafleston, which is expecte@ 
to leave at any moment with a few 
supplies most urgently’ needed by Ades 
mirai Dewey.

This is also 
the case with the steamer Australia, 
but the last-mentioned vessel hardly 
needs the preparation for the trip that 
the other vessels are undergoing. 

Gen. Merriam has decided that no 
more troops can be stationed at the 
Presidio with due regard to the heaith 
of the present occupants, and has 
made arrangements with the owners of 
the old Bay District track to station all 
the troops that arrive here after today 
within the great inclosure. The ground 
will be prepared for the reception of 
the troops from Oregon, Wyoming, Ne- 
braska, Colorado, Minnesota, Kansas, 
Utah and Idaho, who are due to ar- 
Tive here this week.

STATE SECRETS NOW CAREFULLY 
GUARDED, 


Much Harm Done by Indiscreet Puab- 
lication of Plans of Campaign. 
Nothing Satd About Calling Out 
More Troops. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, May 17.—The Cabi- 
net session today last until about 12:30 
o'clock.

Secretary Long said that, although 
the matter of rigid censorship on the 
press was not discussed at todav’s 
Cabinet meeting, the action of certain 
newspapers in publishing movements 
and campaigning plans 
great embarrassment. 

The published interview with Gen. 
Merritt at New York, in the course of 
which he is reported as having ex- 
pressed his unwillingness to take the 
command at the Philippine Islands 
without the government gave him 
more than 15,000 volunteer troops, and 
complaining that such a command was 
inadequate to his rank, is likely to be 
the subject of an inquiry by the gov- 
ernment as to whether he was cor- 
rectly reported, A member of the 
Cabinet said after the meeting that 
he had no doubt the matter would re- 
ceive official attention. Nothing was 
said at the meeting as to the reported 
purpose of the President to issue a call 
for additional volunteers, nor as to the 
subject of sending more troops to the 
Philippines than the 15,000 already de- 
cided upon by the President. 

The government is now in constant 
communication with Admiral Dewey, 
and his judgment as to the number of 
troops necessary to accomplish the 
subjugation of the islands will be fol- 
lowed. 

So far as can be learned no important 
information has been received as to the 
movements of the Spanish fleet, nor 
can it be learned whether a conflict be- 
tween the fleets is likely to take place 
within the next day or two. 

It Was stated at the White House at 
11 o'clock, as the Cabinet assembled, 
that there had been no material change 
in the situation, and Senators and Rep- 
resentatives who called to discuss the 
situation were shown no official dis- 
patches. 


TROOPS AT TAMPA. 


Shafter’s Appointment Gives 
Great Satisfaction, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


TAMPA (Fla.,) May 17.—No official 
notice of the transfer of Maj.-Gen. 
Wade to Chickamauga, or the placing 
of Maj.-Gen. William A. Shafter in 
command of the Fifth Army Corps at 
Tampa is expected here before to- 
morrow, and until then there will be no 
change in the command of the regular 
troops. 

Gen. Wade, who left here Sunday to 
select camping grounds for the volun- 
teer troops ordered to Florida, prob- 
abiy will return here tonight, and as 
soon as the formal orders from Wash- 
ington are received, he will turn over 
his command to Gen, Shafter. 

The assignment of Gen. Shafter to 
command the Fifth Corps, which em- 
braces two-thirds of the entire regular 
army of the United States, is received 
with satisfaction by both officers and 
men. The regular troops will be the 
first to be landed in Cuba, and Gen. 
Shafter’s reputation as a fighter leads 
the men to believe that their work will 
be cut out for them from the start. 

Gen. Wade will take to Chickamauga 
with him his entire staff, including 
Lieuts. Almy and Read, Lieut.-Col. Ar- 
thur McArthur and Maj. D. D. Wheeler. 

Arrangements have been practically 
concluded for the placing of the thir- 
teen regiments of volunteers which will 
be included in the Seventh Army Corps 
under Major-General Fitzhugh Lee at 
Lakeland and Dade City, at least until 
the troops at Tampa are moved. The 
Water supply, which has been a cause 
of much annoyance at Tampa, is abund- 
ant at Lakeland.

The correspondents have also been 
notified that the paper publishing any 
such stories before it is permissible to 
do so, will be debarred from sending 
any representative into Cuba. The in. 
tention is to hereafter keep a close 
watch on news sent out regarding the 
movements of troops or ships from 
Tampa, and to endeavor to follow out 
the policy of the government in keeping 
from the Spanish government any news 
whatever that would help them to frus- 
trate any plans for such movements.

CHATANOOGA, May 17.—Today is 
one of the biggest in the history of 
Chickamauga Park. A number of reg- 
iments which arrived here yesterday 
and last night, remained in their cars 
over night and since early morning 
have been pitching tents and arranging 
their camps. Special trains are arriv- 
ing hourly, and the park is fast filling 
up. 

The work of equipping the volun- 
teers is keeping the ordnance officers 
busier than they have ever been before. 
The majority of the volunteers are un- 
equipped, and immense amounts of sup- 
plies must be issued them. Several 
special trains with arms and equip- 
ment are now en route. 

Practically all here are enjoying the 
best of health, only about a dozen be- 
ing troubled with slight § ailments.

Gen. Brooke 
is personally seeing that everything is 
done in a businesslike way. 

The First Ohio Light Artillery, con- 
siting of four batteries and 408 men, 
under the command of Maj. Charles T. 
Atwell, arrived from Columbus, 0., at 
10:30 o'clock. 

The Sixteenth Pennsylvania, 1000 
men, arrived early this morning. 

The Third Pennsylvania Volunteer 
Infantry, 636 officers and men, under 
command of Col. Robert Ross, arrived 
shortly after noon.

Negrocs Anxious to Supply 
Regiments of Immunes.

BLOCKADE SQUADRON ON THE 
LOOKOUT FOR SPANISH SHIPS, 


All Our Ships Warned to Keep a 
Weather Eye Open for _ the 
Enemy Should They Try to 
Swoop Down Upon Havana. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
(Copyright, 1898.) 

ON BOARD ASSOCIATED PRESS 
DISPATCH BOAT KATE SPENCER, 
off Havana, May i6.—[Wired from 
Key West, May i17.] The ships of the 
American blockading squadron are 
keeping a vigilant watch for the ap- 
pearance of the Spanish fleet, and would 
not be surprised should the Spanish 
men-of-war round Cape Antonio, the 
westernmost point of Cuba, and swoop 
down upon Havana. 

All our ships have been warned by 
Commodore Watson of the possibility 
of such a move, and our sailors are 
kept constantly in the tops, where they 
can sweep the horizon for thirty miles, 
looking out for the first sign of a hos- 
tile ship. 

All the naval officers on the blockade 
station are anxious for a meeting with 
the Spaniards, and when informed that 
the latest reports placed them off the 
coast of Venezula they jubilantly de- 
clared that the enemy could be hemmed 
in between the Windward Islands and 
the Yucatan channel to be destroyed. 

The only fear expressed was for the 
safety of the ships now on the south- 
ern coast of Cuba. The torpedo boats 
and fast yachts of the auxiliary fleet 
keep the blockading ships in constant 
communication with KeysWest, whence 
the movements of vessels are being di- 
rected. 

It is the general opinion that there 
will be no move of the army in the di- 
rection of Cuba so long as the Spanish 


fleet remains in American waters, or 
until it is met and beaten. 
The blockade of Havana has been 


maintained without incident since the 
Conde Vendito and Legazpi attempted 
to draw our ships under the big guns 
of the Santa Clara battery on Satur- 
day evening. The French frigate Du- 
bourdieu, which entered the Havana 
harbor a week ago, after an unpleas- 
ant incident, which necessitated the fir- 
ing of two shots across her bows be- 
fore the Frechman would show his 
flag, passed out this afternoon at 4 
o'clock. and headed northwest. 

The Dubourdieu is a long school- 
ship, carrying 6-inch and 5-inch guns 
and one-pounders, besides two torpedo 
tubes. The Mayflowers ran _ close 
enough to the frigate to establish the 
Frenchman’s identity and then stood 
off. Our flag was not saluted. She 
had on board many refugees, and is 
bound, probably, for some Mexican 
port. 

The activity along the coast con- 
tinues. Squads of Spanish cavalry and 
parties working upon fortifications have 
been seen daily along the shores, but 
they have not been molested, Orders 
Rave been given not to expose the small 
vessels of the squadron to unneces- 
sary danger. 


HARVARD CAN LEAVE. 
Montgomery May Be Used 
to Assist Her. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

NEW YORK, May 17.—There are as- 
surances that the war board has found 
a way to get the Harvard out of St. 
Pierre Harbor without risk of destruc- 
tion by the Spanish torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Terror. It involves the use of 
the Yale and the Montgomery to 
watch the port at the three-mile limit 
to wait until the Harvard appears, 
and then to be prepared, in case the 
Terror follows, or other Spanish tor- 
pedo-boat destroyers come along, to 
fall upon them with their heavy and 
light rapid-fire guns and destroy them. 

On the other hand, there are naval 
officers who laugh at the fuss that has 
been made over the situation at St. 
Pierre, and declere that there is noth- 
ing to prevent the Harvard from leav- 
ing if she desires to do so, and nothing 
but the assumption that the torpedo- 
boat destroyer is a formidable vessel to 
lead to the opinion that it could de- 
stroy the Hervard without difficulty. 

When Capt. Cotton has completed 
the repairs said to be needed by the 
Harvard, the nature of which has not 
been communicated to the department, 
he can leave and it is believed that 
France will stick closely to the custom 
under neutrality laws to prevent the 
Terror from leaving until twenty-four 
hours later.

One-half of the revenue cutter Gresham 
went to the botfom of the St. Lawrence 
River this morning, and now rests in 
twenty-five feet of water. The steamer

It is announced here in a dis- 
patch from Havana that after the‘ar- 
rival of the Uncas off that port, the 
two captured American newspaper men 
were examined and it is added that the 
inquiry revealed the fact that they 
could not be considered as prisoners of 
war, but must be locked up as spies, 
one being, it is claimed, a Cuban em- 
ployed in Havana.

NEW YORK, May 17.—A special to 
the World from Montreal says: “Al- 
though Sefior Polo Bernabe, former 
Minister of Spain at Washington, states 
that his only object in staying here, is 
to reorganize the consular service, it is 
evident from matters that have trans- 
pired that the United States has suffi- 
cient reason to view his presence here 
with apprehension. 

“It is very difficult to penetrate the 
action of Sefior Polo and his suite 
thoroughly, but it is clear to all here 
that he is directing an elaborate spy 
system. Some United States treasury 
officials have been here, and have 
shadowed the party closely for days, 
and from what can be gleaned of their 
carefully-guarded remarks, the work 
of the Spaniards is of a very danger- 
ous kind. 

“It is known that they have kept up 
constant communication with both 
Gov.

Blanco of Havana, but this alone would 
not account for the immense sums of 
money that they have spent with the 
telegraph companies while here. For 
the space of three days their bill for 
the Western Union and Postal Tele- 
fos companies amounted to nearly

to the United States. When they found 


out that they were unable to get mes-

MILLION-DOLLAR FIRE. 


JEWELRY FACTORIES IN ATTLE- 
BORO BURN TO THE GROUND. 


Valuable Stock, Delicate Machinery 
and Tools Representing the In- 
dustrial Wealth of the Town De- 
astroyed—A Thousand Workmen 
Out of Employment. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

ATTLEBORO (Mass.,) May 18.—The 
catastrophe that had been feared for 
years because of the crowded situa- 
tion of jewelry factories of Attleboro, 
representing practically the town’s en- 
tire industrial wealth, at last came to 
broad reality early this morning. 

The fine three and four-story jewelry 
factories on either side of Mill street 
caught fire at 12:30 o’clock, and in an 
incredibly short time were burned to 
the ground with their entire contents 
of delicate machinery, tools, finished 
and unfinished jewelry. Very little of 
property worth over a million of dol- 
lars was saved. 

The thousands of skilled workmen 
are thrown out of employment, with 
little hopes of soon obtaining a means 
of livelihood for themselves and fami- 
lies. Four factories, several, smaller 
ones, a dozen or fifteen dwelling houses, 
four or five barns, marble works, car- 
penter shops and several other build- 
ings were destroyed. 

The majority of the jewelry shops in 
the sections destroyed were in charge 
of a watchman who has also the care of 
the fires in the _ boiler-room. The 
watchman was startled by an explosion 
at 2:30 o'clock, and, on investigating, 
saw the whole north end of the Bates 
& Bacon watch case building a mass 
of flames. 

In half an hour four big jewelry 
shops were totally destroyed and the 
h flames hed spread to nearly a score of 
buildings. At 2:30 o’clock the fire was 
under control, but it had then de- 
stroyed almost everything within an 
area of four acres. At that time the 
loss w&s estimated at $1.100,000. 


Two More Rodies Found.

Catholic Archbishop Calis on the 
Natives to Expel the Foreign 
Heretics—Agusti Promises 
Reforms.

HONGKONG, May Asiatic 
Cable.] The steamer Esmeralda, which 
has just arrived from Manila with 400 
refugees, chiefly Chinese, reports that 
the United States cruisers Concord and 
Boston are going to Iloilo, where they 
expect prompt capitulation and to re- 
capture the American ship Saranac 
with a cargo of coal. 

The blockade of Manila is extremely 
rigid and several foreign ships have 
been refused admittance. 

The rebels are useless as allies of Ad- 
miral Dewey. They are utterly dis- 
united, quite half of them being in 
favor of Spain. 

The Cavite arsenal was found empty. 
Col. Miquel of the artillery committed 
suicide because he discovered that the 
ammunition was non-existent. 

Capt.-Gen. Augusti is trying to con- 
ciliate the rebels and has authorized the 
establishment of native councils. 

The archbishop of Manila, in a pas- 
toral issued on the 8th inst., said: 
“Christians, defend your faith against 

heretics who raise an insuperable bar- 
rier to immortal souls, enslave the peo- 
ple, abolish crosses from cemeteries, 
forbid pastors to perform baptism, 
matrimony or funeral rites, or to ad- 
minister consolation or grant absolu- 
tion.” 

Pending the arrival of troops from 
the United States the Americans defer 
hostilities ashore. 

GOV. AUGUSTI’'S SCHEME. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, May 17.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Manila dated May 13, says: 
“As a means of keeping the natives 
loyal and inducing them to refrain 
from attacking the Americans, Gov.- 
Gen. Augusti hes instituted a consult- 
ing assembly composed of fifteen mem- 
bers of mixed and native blood. Its 
president ‘is Sefior Paterno, who 
achieved the late peace and accom- 
panied the rebels to Hongkong in De- 
cember. Preparations are being made 
to send food supplies to.outlying dis- 
tricts in case of bombardment. The 
archbishop of Manila appoints June 17 
as a day of rejoicing at the renewed 
consecration of the Philippine Islands 
to the sacred heart of Jesus.” 

MANILA MUST CAPITULATE.

LONDON, May 18.—The Hongkong 
Standard says that it is expected, ow- 
ing to the strict blockade and famine 
resulting from it, that the city of Ma- 
nila Will soon be compelled to capitu- 
late to the American blockading squad- 
ron under Admiral Dewey. 

TO STORM MANILA.

NEW YORK, May 17.—A special 
from Hongkong says that Consul Wild- 
man has returned there from Kowleen 
Bay, where he took the insurgent leader, 
Gen. Aguinaldo, and his Cabinet on the 
McCulloch. An arrangement was made 
for the insurgents to storm Manila. 
The dispatch adds that it is absolutely 
necessary American warships 
and a strong military force be sent to 
Admiral Dewey's aid at once. 

FAMINE NO LONGER FEARED.

Novel Way. in Which Dewey Got Plans 
of Manila Defenses.

CINCINNATI, May 17.—[Exclusive Dispatch. ] 
William Doherty, son of James Doherty of Mount 
Auburn, a suburb of Cincinnati, a naturalist of inter- 
national reputation, has just returned from a two-and 
a-half years’ trip to New Guinea in pursuit of his 
profession. His route home was through the Philip- 
pine Islands, and he spent twelve days at Manila just 
prior to the declaration of war, and while active prep- 
arations for hostilities were going on at the Spanish 


Doherty played an important ‘part in the prepa- 
rations for Dewey’s attack. During Doherty’s visit to 
Manila, the Spaniards were strengthening the fortifi- 
cations at Cavite and mining the harbor.

CHAIRMAN HITT’S REPORT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, May 17.—Chairman 

Hitt today presented the majority re- 
port of the House Committee on For- 
eign Affairs in favor of the annexation 
of Hawaii by joint resolution. It states 
that the proposition is not new to either 
government. For fifty years it has 
been apparent that so small and feeble 
a government must be merged with 
a stronger power. 
: The report states that there is no 
‘undue pressure on the part of the 
United States as a great power; no sur- 
prise to any one; no possibility of objec- 
tions by other governments. It is sim- 
ply the obvious result of the natural 
course of events through a long period 
of years, thus completed with the cor- 
dial consent of the sovereign powers of 
both governments. The only question 
involved is whether the proposed pos- 
session of the Hawaiian Islands will be 
advantageous to the United States.” 

The strategic importance of the isl- 
ands is then discussed, also the risk of 
delaying acquisition, as there is danger 
of the islands falling under Japanese 
influence and control. American com- 
mercial interests would be promoted 
and action, the report says, would do 
away with foreign complications of the 
islands. A brief argument is made 
upon the subject of acquiring territory 
by legislative act, and it is declared 
that there is nothing in the Constitu- 
tion to prevent such acquisition. In con- 
clusion, the report says: 

“The acquisition of these islands does 
not contravene our national policy or 
traditions. It carries out. the Monroe 
doctrine, which excludes European 
powers from interfering in the Ameri- 
can continent and outlying islands, but 
does not limit the United States, and 
this doctrine has been long applied to 
these very islands by our government. 
As Secretary Blaine said in 1881, the 
situation of the Hawaiian Islands, giv- 
ing them strategic control of the North 
Pacific, brings their possession within 
the range of questions of a purely 
American policy. 

“The annexation of these islands does 
not launch us upon a new policy or 
depart from our time-honored tradi- 
tions of caring first and foremost for 
the safety and prosperity of the United 
States.” 

MINORITY REPORT. 
[ASSCCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, May 17.—The minor- 
ity report on the Hawaiian annexation 
question signed by Messrs. Dinsmore, 
Clark, Williams and Howard of the 
committee, sets out reasons against 
annexation, and offers a _ substitute 
resolution._ practically establishing a 
protectorate over the island. They de- 
clare that the Hawaiian people have 
not been consulted, nor the American 
people, charging that the only hope | 


for action is under the cry of “war 
emergency’ before the people can be 
consulted. 

The other counts specified against 
annexation are, that annexation in the 
manner proposed is unconstitutional; 
that the islands are to remote and fur- 
nish too much additional coast line to 
be defended; the population is not 
racially, nor religiously, nor otherwise 
homogeneous with our own; political 
dominion of the islands is not com- 
mercially necessary: the islands are 
not from a naval or a military stand- 
point necessary to our defense, and 
that, admitting that ‘its foreign occu- 
pation would be dangerous to us, and 
that there exists a single nation will- 
ing, in the face of our re- 
peated diplomatic declarations of 
our position to incur the danger 
of war with us in order to seize or 
hold them, this danger may be met 
when the first overt act or open dem-

ANGLO-SAXON ALLIANCE. 


CHAMBERLAIN HAS STIRRED UP A 
HORNET’S NEST.

But He Says Events Will Justify 
His Remarks—tnited States to 
Be ragged into a European 
War Over a Swamp in Africa. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, May 17.—A dispatch to 
the World from London says: “In the 
city of London (the financial district) 
today, great depression prevailed. Ru- 
mors were flying about that the gov- 
ernment proposes to offer a large issue 
of exchequer bills to form a war chest. 
A further rise in the bank rate was 
freely predicted. 

“Mr. Chamberilain’s main and imme- 
diate object is known to force France 
to evacuate Brossia, West Africa, even 
at the risk of war. It has leaked out 
that in his private talk to bankers last 
Thursday Lord: Salisbury said that the 
West African situation is the most 
serious matter the Cabinet has now to 
deal with, and its satisfactory solution 
seems well night impossible. This an- 
ticipatory declaration by the Prime 
Minister gives gravity to Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s speech, which it otherwise 
might have lacked because of the uni- 
versal suspicion that he was playing 
simply “his own hand. 

“A further element of seriousness is 
imparted to the situation by the re- 
mark of the Duke of Cambridge at the 
volunteer banquet on Friday night, that 
France had been given a month to 
clear out of Brossia, the disputed dis- 
trict in West Africa. The Duke today 
denies having said this, but volunteer 
officers present declare that his words 
were taken down at the time and 
passed around the table to all tne 
guests on a slip of paper marked ‘con- 
fidential.’ 

“A variety of circumstances, in short, 
tend to cause great anxiety here con- 
cerning the outlook which is now af- 
fected by the inspired statement trom 
French agencies that the West African 
negotiations are progressing satisfac- 
torily. 

“Everything seems to prove the 
worth of the words of an editorial pub- 
lished broadcast here that Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s proposing an Anglo-American 
alliance springs from a desire to drag 
the United States into a war over a 
miasmatic swamp in West Africa. 
Among even the limited section of pol- 
iticians in Parliament favorable to such 
an alliance, the idea of Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s declaration is treated as absurdly 
in advance of events, while the bulk of 
the members of Parliament who would 
rather be indifferent or hostile to It, 
are affronted that a Minister should 
hawk offers of a British alliance in 

market, 

eur. Chamberlain himself is delight- 
ed over the sensation he has created, 
though his jubilation obviously ‘s not 
shared by his colleagues. Several mem- 
bers of Parliament pressed him privately 
for a more explicit statement concerh- 
ing the danger ahead. He merely re- 
plied oracularly: ‘Events will justify. 

“The Liberal leaders intend to have 
a debate on his speech at the earliest 
possible moment, which cannot now 
be until after the Whitsuntide recess. 
A drift of opinion regarding the Anglo- 
American alliance may be gathered 
from articles in the principal papers. 
No newspaper has received the sugges- 
tion with enthusiasm. 

“The News fears that whatever 
chance there is of realizing an alliance 
‘gush and jingoism’ are likely to de- 
stroy Mr. Chamberlain. It says: ‘He 
was guilty of jingoism in arguing for 
an Anglo-Saxon alliance as an engine 
of decisive action.’ 

The Globe observes: “We would be 
glad to live in the likelihood of a per- 
manent alliance of the Englism-speak- 
ing nations, but in the case of the 
United States their foreign policy un- 
dergoes such quick and violent changes 
that afriendtoday becomesan enemy 
tomorrow. As long as our naval su- 
premacy endures, we‘have no need for 
help on the ocean, while the United 
States could give no help on land.” 

“The St. James Gazette remarks: 
‘The good people who fancy that all is 
now completed but signing a formal 
treaty of offense and defenses are going 
much too fast and are likely to do only 
mischief. The United States has yet 
to realize their own isolation and ac- 
tual danger but for British support Mm 
Europe.’ 

“The gush referred to by the News 
is supplied by editorials from certain 
New York papers, whicgh may have 
been easily drawn out by Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s interested effusiveness.” 

CRISPI'S FORESIGHT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, May’ 17.—A dispatch to 
the World from Rome says that ex- 
Premier Crispi, Italy’s ablest states- 
man and diplomat, said,ina conversa- 
tion yesterday, talking of the British 
colonial secretary’s suggesting an 
Anglo-American alliance: 

“England, foreseeing America's fu- 
ture promise among nations, prudently 
wishes to profit thereb7. 

“I foresaw the great republic's in- 

fluence years ago and discussed with 
Caprivi, Chancellor of Germany, the 
advisability of forestalling and stem- 
ming it by means of a commercial 
league of European nations, joint cus- 
toms and other means. 
“But now the torrent is upon us and 
Europe must consent to see her future 
complications settled by a large admix- 
ture of American methods and princ!- 
ples.”’ 

SPANIFH WRATH. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, May 17.—The burst of 
wrath against England throughout 
Spain in consequence of the speeches 
of Mr. Chamberiain and Lord Salisbury 
is hard to describe, says the Madrid 

correspondent of the World. 

Every Spaniard, from the highest to 
the lowest is auite as exasperated 
against England now as he is against 
the Yankees. England is denounced as 
mean, selfish, base and unscrupulous. 
It seems not to have occurred to the 
Spaniards that the British Minister 
may have some Ioftier, further-sighted 
and deeper designs in European and 
Asiatic questions than paltry acquisi- 
tions of territory for coaling stations in 
the Philippines, the Canaries and the 
Balearics. Those are supposed to be 
the only real objects of English states- 
men. The wave of indignation against 
England and the United States is such

base of a continental coalition against 
the Anglo-Saxons. 

The Madrid government naturally 
cannot indulge in such quixotic proj- 
ects, and has to be content with en 
active exchange of communication with 
the courts of Russia, Austria, Ger- 
many, France and Italy. Besides, if 
Spain could only give those powers as- 
surances that she could keep the popu- 
lar and military class down, the con- 
tinental powers certainly would inter- 
pose as soon as there should be any 
serious reverse at Manila or in the 
West Indies, and the fall of the Liberal 
government should furnish an oppor- 
tunity to form a strong military and 
conservative cabinet headed by Sefior 
Silvela and Gen. Campos, who, the 
European powers think, could be 
trusted to make terms of peace. 

A decided change has taken place in 
the attitude of the continental govern- 
ments. They have come to the conclu- 
sion that the best way to avert any 
understanding between England and 
the United States is to secure a prompt 
ending of the war on terms which shall 
preserve Spanish rule in the Philip- 
pines and Porto Rico, at least, even if 
Cuba becomes independent under an 
American protectorate. 

This explains why the powers are so 
anxious to hear of a decisive naval 
operation in the West Indies. 

CARNEGIE'S VIEWS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 

NEW YORK, May 17.—Andrew Car- 
negie, discussing the Hispafio-Ameri- 
can war, said to a World correspond- 
ent in Paris last night: 

“I think the President will pursue 
the right course in sending to the 
Philippines a sufficient force to clear 
the Spaniards out. 

“But I hope the day is distant when 
the United States will put their hands 
in the hornet’s.nest of the Far East 
which the European nations are sit- 
ting on. There will be great wars in 
that region, and the best thing Ameri- 
cans can do is to keep out and stay cut. 

“The Philippines are good collateral 
security, but the Philippines cannot be 
a colony of the United States, and we 
cannot grow Americans there. 

“An Anglo-American alliance is a 
look ahead. But I am as certain as [I 
am living that Great Britain, with forty 
millions among the three hundred mil- 
lions of Europe, will have to look to 
America in the future, and that her 
great, giant son will take care of the 
old lady in her old age. 

“Mr. Olney is right. There is race 
patriotism, I am satisfied. 

“As to the Martinique incident, the 
governing men of France are in no 
wise culpable. I have reason to know 
that the instructions issued to all the 


the straightest character. 

“But in this war we have to reckon 
on the influence of race in a remark- 
able degree. The drawing together of 
the English-speaking races is constid- 
ered ominous on the continent. We 
have the Catholic church against us 
and in favor of her brother Catholics 
in Spain. We have the best moneyed 
classes in France against us, because 
it is there that the Spanish debt is held. 

“In addition we have the old monar-

IN THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 


Salisbury Declines to Discuss Cham- 
berlain’s “Alliance”? Speech. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


LONDON, May 17.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] In the House of Lords today the 
Liberal leader, the Earl of Kimberly, 
questioning the government as to its 
intention in regard to Wei-Hai-Wei, 
referred to the recent speech of the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
Joseph Chamberlain saying the alliance 
mentioned by the latter could only 
have been an alliance for mutual de- 
fense against Russia, and asked if the 
matter was so far advanced “that we 
may soon hear of a great alliance with 
a European power.” 

He explained that he could not con- 
ceive of any alliance with the United 
States, because it would be contrary to 
the policy the latter has always pur- 
sued, adding that nothing was more 
likely to prevent its conclusion than 
Mr. Chamberlain's speech. 

The Marquis of Salisbury in reply de- 
clined to discuss Mr. Chamberlain's 
speech on the plea that he did not 
have it in his hands. 

Referring to Wei-Hai-Wei, the Pre- 
mier declared that that port had heen 
occupied to “encourage Chinese reform 
and to show Japan and Korea our na- 
val power.”’ 

Continuing, the Marquis of Salisbury 
said the government's policy was the 
development of commerce and friendly 
relations with all nations.

ST. LOUIS, May 17.—An unidentified 
man, suspected of being a Spanish spy, 
is under arrest at Jefferson Barracks.

18.—Gen. Enver 
Pasha and Capt. Halit Bey, according 
to dispatches from Constantinople to 
the Standard,’ have started to the 
United States on the order of the Sul- 
tan, to accompany the American forces 
during the ‘war with Spain, as military 
and naval attachés, respectively. 


American Arms in Siam. 

TACOMA, May 17.—According to a 
recent issue of the Bangkok Times, 
3009 carbines of American make have 
been taken into Siam surreptitiousiy 
and sold. A portion of the carbines 
were taken up the rivers into the in- 
terior of Siam. It is unknown at Bang- 
kok just who purchased these arms, 
and for what purpose they are in- 
tended; but trouble is expected in con- 
sequence of their introduction.

BLANCO’S REASONS FOR NOT 
TREATING WITH BRAINERD. 


Reported Engagement with Insur- 
gents to the Namber of Fight 
Hundred—A Rosy Report of the 
Fight at San Juan.

HAVANA, May 17.—Inquiries made 
at the palace here show that Capt.- 
Gen. Blanco was unwilling to receive 
Lieut. Brainerd, U.S.N., the special 
agent of the government of the United 
States in the matter of the proposition 
to exchange Spanish prisoners fur the 
two newspaper men, Messrs. Thrall 
and Jones, because the general cconsid- 
ered the licutenant was not empowered 
with sufficient authority. Therefore, he 
simply accepted the documents pre- 
sented by the lieutenant, and consulted 
with the Spanish government ou the 
subject. The answer from Madrid has 
not yet been received. 

On Sunday morning, the day the re- 
ports of the United States government 
arrived off this harbor on ae sinall 
steamer bearing a flag of truce, there 
were five American vessels in oight of 
Havana, and four of them were in 
sight the same afternoon. In addi- 
tion, a vessel supposed to be a Nor- 
wegian frigate. was in the offing. Yes- 
terday morning there were five Amer- 
ican vessels in sight of this harbor. The 
French cruiser Dubourdieu left Havana 
yesterday afternoon for Hayti, having 
on board a number of French refugees. 

The Spaniards say that ah smerican 
force attempted to make a landing on 
May 13 at Tabla Agua beach, and that 
after two hours’ firing the Americans 
retired. 

Three American warships were re- 
ported off Mariel on Sunday, three 
were sighted off Cardenas, and there 
are some American ships off Cienfue- 
gos. 

It is arnounced at the palace that 
a Sranish force on Saturday last was 
engaged at Chimbourazo, province of 
Havana. with a combined force of in- 
surzerts under the leadership of Maya, 
Acea, Colazo and Jacinto Hernandez. 
The whole insurgent force is said to 
have numbered 800, and it is alleged 
that the eremy lost eleven men killed, 
The Spanish loss is offictally reported 
as being two lieutenants and three 
soldiers wounded. 

There are seven American warships 
in sight off Havana this afternoon, 
and rumor has it that the Spanish 
fleet is making for an important port 
of the United States. 

The captain-general of Porto Rico 
has cabled to Capt.-Gen. Blanco, say- 
ing t'.at, although the bombardment of 
San Juar. de Porto Rico took place at 
rifieshot distance, not a gun of the 
forts was silenced. and he adds the 
Spanish losses were>only§ eighteen 
wounded among the troops composing 
the garrison,. and a few persons 
wounded amor® the civifpopulation of 
the place.

MESSAGES RESTRICTED. 


STRICT CABLE CENSORSHIP HAS 
BEEN INAUGURATED. 


Cable Companies Notified not to 
Transmit News About the Move- 
ment of Amcrican Warships Un- 
til Further Orders. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT,] 

WASHINGTON, May 17.—Brig.-Gen. 
Greely, chief of the Signal Service, and 
in charge of all strategic control of 
telegraph and cable lines, has adopted 
energetic measures to prevent the ad- 
miral of the Spanish squadron now in 
Caribbean waters from keeping posted 
on the whereabouts and movements of 
the United States squadrons, and of our 
prospective naval and military opera- 
tions. 

Last night he telegraphed to the 
New York manager of the Haytien Ca- 
ble company, forbidding the sending or 
receipt of any messages, except offi- 
cial messages to or from the United 
States government, disclosing the 
‘movements of our fleets and ships. The 
manager answered this morning that 
the inhibiton would be strictly ob- 
served, 

If Admiral Sampson is in Haytien 
waters, as conjectured, then this cable 
restriction makes it impossible for his 
movements to be known except to the 
<sovernment, or if known, it is impos- 
sible to send out the information ex- 
cept through the government. 

Gen. Greely also telegraphed the 
Anglo-American Cable Company this 
morning, renewing their attention to 
the prohibiton against any messages 
inimical to the interests of the govern- 
ment, and in particular forbidding the 
receipt or sending of messages disclos- 
ing the movements of our ships or pros- 
pective military movements. This lat- 
ter step was taken in view of the notice 
to the Anglo-American Telegraph Com- 
pany that “Pending further decision 
by the chief signal officer, we will ac- 
cept press messages without restric- 
tion.” 

Gen. Greely’s order appears to cover 
the further decision referred to in the 
company’s notice. The orders to these 
two companies were sent, as the chan- 
nels of communication under their con- 
trol seem to be, for the moment, the 
ones though which the Spanish ad- 
miral and the Spanish authorities at 
Madrid and BKavana are most likely to 
secure informatjon as to our vessel's 
movements. 

While it was not suspected that spies 
were sending direct information, yet 
the transmission of press dispatches 
on vessel movements was looked upon 
as likely to indicate to the Spanish 
‘with sufficient certainty the general 
whereabouts and purports of our fleets. 

The precautions taken, it is believed, 
will restrict this character of cable 
information to the government and 
fleet commanders that the Spanish 
authorities from now on will be cut 
off from all Knowledge of our naval and 
military plans.

PRIVATE LAUNCHING. 


Miss Morgan Will Christen the Bat- 
tleship Alabama Today. 
ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, May 17.—Acting 
under instructions from the United 
States authorities at Washington, the 
Cramp Ship and Engine Building Com- 
pany, cr io that the launch- 


ing of the leship Alabama today 
will be priv The yard will be un- 
der guard, and only a small party of in- 
vited guests from Washington will be 
admitted. This is the first time the 
general public has been excluded from 
a launch since the building of the new 
navy began. In the past these first 
dips have attracted thousands of spec- 
tators. 

The launch will take place at noon. 
Miss Morgan, daughter of Senator Mor- 
gan of Alabama is to break the bottle 
of wine over the battleship’s bow and 
give her new name to her. For the last 
two weeks, John Keen, boss ship car- 
penter and his trained force of me- 
chanics, have been engaged in adjust- 
ing with mathematical precision the 
bilge ways, which are prepared with 
tallow and secured in their proper 
positions, all ready for the setting up 
of the huge oak wedges. 

As she rests easy, ready to plunge 
into the water, the battleship looks like 
a big red giant chained to the earth, 
but prepared at the word to spring 
forward and be completed, so that she 
may be able to take part in maintain- 
ing the honor and dignity of the coun- 
try against any foe whatsoever, 

In height she towers above every- 
thing in sight, and her great length and 
breadth of beam bespeak her tremen- 
dous power for attack or defense. It 
will be several months, however, before 
she will be ready to be turned over to 
the United States government. 

If the officials at Washington desired 
it and issued an imperative order to 
that effect, the ship could be made 
ready for war duty in about six months, 
but this would necessitate the putting 
on of a double set of workmen to ‘abor 
both day and night. 

Under ordinary conditions she will 
be ready in about a year from now, for 
it takes something like three years to 
plan and complete a vessel of this type. 
Besides, it is said there may be some 
difficulty in obtaining the great amount 
of armor that will be required, owing 
to the fact that the government has 
not taken kindly to the high prices 
which have been in yogue for some 
time. But by the time this material, 
is needed, it is thought that some ami- 
cable agreement will have been made 
whereby the heavy steel plates can be 
obtained on satisfactory terms. 

The Alabama will be one of three 
powerful sea-going battleships, for the 
construction of which provision was 
made by the act of Congress of June 
10, 1896. By this act the cost of each 
of the three ships, exclusive of arma- 
ment, was limited to $3,750,00. The 


|. Alabama and her sister ships, the Illi- 


nois and Wisconsin, which are now in 
progress of construction, are combina- 
tions of the best features of the Iowa 
and Kearsarge types, modified by such 
advances and improvements as experi- 
ence has suggested to be most desir- 
able. 


CABINET CRISIS AVERTED. 


Plot Against the Italian Monarchy 
is Neutralized. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
LONDON, May 18.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Rome correspondent of the 
Daily News say: “The danger of a 
Cabinet crisis has been surmounted, 
and Ministers will meet Parliament et 
the beginning of June. There now 
seems no doubt that a vast regular plot 
has been concocted against the Italian 
monarchy. It was directed, some say, 
from Switzerland; some say from Paris, 
some from London. Action was to be 
confined to Republicans, Socialists and 
Anarchists, while the clericals were to 

help it out with their influence. 

“The firstattemptof the revolutionists 
would have been to gain possession of 
the center of the town, occupying the 
City Hall, the central portoffice, the 
telegraph office and the royal palace 
and prefecture, installing at once a 
kind of provisionary government. 

“The first decree of this provisory 
government would have been an an- 
nouncement of the fall of the mon- 
archy and a proclamation of a Federal 
republic by a manifesto, a sketch of 
which was found on the person of a 
Republican Deputy, Signor de Andrelis, 
when he was arrested. 

“The second act would have been an 
invitation to other towns to join in 
the movement, granting each of them 
home rule, as at the time of the Ital- 
ian medieval communes, together with 
a revolution and general strike among 
railroad servants and employés, in or- 
der to take away from the government 
the possibility of transporting troops.”

DUTY IN WAR TIME. 


What the Patriotic Citizens May and 
May not Do. 


[American Cultivator:] Whatever any 
man may think about the possibility of 
averting Me when hostilities have 
once begun it is the patriotic duty of 
every citizen to sustain the govern- 
ment by every means in his power, and 
refrain from any expression which may 
dampen the patriotism of others. 
Those who are old enough to remember 
our civil war know the righteous tndig- 
nation with which the mass of Ameri- 
can citizens throughout the North ex- 
pressed against men and journals 
which declaimed, for any cause, against 
the war in which the government was 
engaged, Those who are not old 
enough to remember this wil find sub- 
ject for profitable thought if they will 
carefully study the following provision 
of the United States Constitution: 
“Article 3, section 3: Treason against 
the United States shall consist only in 
levying war against them or in adher- 
ing to their enemies, giving them aid 
and comfort.” 

This sweeping provision becomes im- 
mediately operative whenever war is 
declared. Before that, criticism, even 
of a severe character, is wholly in order. 
But in war the country must present 
a united front. “Our country, right or 
wrong,” should then be every man’s 
motto. It is required by our Constitu- 
tion, and with all the more reason be- 
cause under its provisions there is no 
power able to declare war, except the 
representatives of the whole American 
people in Congress. All nations regard 
the aiding and abetting of their enemies 
in war as treason., But only in free 
governments is this embodied in the 
organic law made by the people. 

War is always serious business. All 
peace sentimentalism, proper enough 
in times of peace, should be suspended 
when the war begins. Not to do so is 
to a certain extent to give aid and com- 
fort to the enemies of the country, and 
comes plainly within the constitutional 
definition of treason. There is really 
now no ground for any criticism. 
We were forced into this war by our 
manifest duty to the people of Cuba, 
to relieve them:-from oppression, which 
was destructive not merely to Cuba, 
but to American interests in that isl- 
and. The country forebore long, but 
now that war has begun, it is easy to 
see a good reason for the past few 
months’ delay. Thanks to the co- 
operation of Congress and the Execu- 
tive, this country is now better pre- 
pared for war than it ever has been in 
any former contest, Our navy now 
ranks third among the navies of the 
world, only those of England and 
France exceeding it in effective power. 
Within three or four months the mis- 
take in not preparing for war in time 
of peace has been fully retrieved. The 
good work of our Pacific fleet in de- 
stroying Speain’s power in the Pacific 
proves that the heroism of Decatur 
and Paul Jones and of Farragut is 
shared by Commander Dewey and his 
brave officers and men. Whatever has 
been before, let there be no further 
unpatriotic, if not treasonable, carping 
against President McKinley and the 
Congress and Senate which sustains 
him. 

War is not always deplorable. The 
peace which is no peace because based 
on injustice and wrong is often much 
more so. War is, indeed, often the 
only method by which great natiomal 
evils may be destroyed. 

American slavery went down in 
blood a generation ago, and Spanish 
misrule, on this continent ‘at least, 
and also in the Philippines, seems now 
to be doomed to the same fate.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 17.—The Bul- 
letin this afternoon says the directors 
of the Pacific Coast Rolling Mills in 
this city have decided to close the es- 
tablishment and terminate the busi- 
ness. It is declared that the corpora- 
tion is perfectly solvent and that the 
closing of its affairs at this time was 
decided upon so that every indebted 
ness of the company could be paid, it 
being argued that the ‘business has 
been operating at a loss, and that cred- 
itors would suffer considerably if the 
mills were kept in operation. 

There are $713,000 worth of outstand- 
ing bonds, and these with the other 
claims against the company will bring 
the aggregate indebtedness of the com- 
pany up to nearly $800,000. Most of the 
— of the company ttre held in this 
city. 

The reason given for. the losses re- 
ferred to is that the company can- 
not compete with the prices of labor 
and material now existing in the East- 
ern States. 

The Pacific Rolling Mills was prob- 
ably second in size to the Union YViron 
Works on this Coast, and like the 
latter concern, has done much con- 
tract work for the government, espe- 
cially in the way of large castings for 
the warships built here. It is generally 
expected that the creditors of the com- 
pany will agree on a peaceful termina- 
tion of its affairs. 

CLIMATE AND CROPS. 
Late Rain Reinforces Water Supply. 
Crops Generally Benefited. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 17.—The 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, California section; has issued the 
following summary of the weather and 
crop conditions prevailing in this State 
for the week ending May 16: 

“The heaviest rainfall, except one, 
since January, and, in some sections, 
the heaviest of the season, occurred in 
California at the close of the week. 
Over an inch of rain fell at a number 
of stations in the central and southern 
coast portion. At Los Angeles the 
rainfall amounted to 1.46 inches, The 
rainfall in excess of the normal varied 
from about three-quarters of an inch 
to one inch and over, except on the 
northwestern coast, where the rainfall 
was below the normal about one-tenth 
of an inch. The rain breaks the long 
drouth, and, while tco late to be of 
much benefit to the chief agricultural 
interest, reinforces the water supply, 
and will in many ways be of the utmost 
advantage. 

“The temperature has been below the 
normal, and the weather’ generally 
cloudy. The cold, cloudy weather has 
been beneficial to whatever late-sown 
grain is still alive; summer-fallowed 
grain is heading out, and some patches 
will yield a fair crop. All hay that was 


= was damaged somewhat by the 
rain. 
“Fruit will be greatly benefited. 


Raisin and other grapes are thrifty and 
promise well. No further mention of 
thrips is made. Cherries were ripening 
nicely, but the heavy rain will split 
the ripe ones. Black Tartarians are 
reported as badly blighted in some sec- 
tions. Owing to heavy rainfall beans 
will probably be planted. The rain 
has greatly benefited beets and hops.” 
RAINFALL AT COLUSA.

COLUSA, May 17.—The rainfall to 
date for the storm is 1.62 inches, with 
chances for more.

GLADSTONE IS DYING. 


IT IS THOUGHT HE CANNOT LIVE 
TWENTY-FOUR HOURS, 


Passing Peacefully Away into the 
Land of Shadows—The Family 
and His Physicians are With 
Him Constantly—Final Fare- 
wells are Said. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

LONDON, May 18.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] According to a special dispatch 
from Hawarden, received this morn- 
ing, Mr. Gladstone is sinking rapidly. 
The correspondent says: 

“He lies on a small iron bed, peace- 
fully sleeping away into the land of 
shadows. The family are all sitting 
around him, or moving noiselessly in 
and out. It is a pathetic scene that is 
being enacted this gloomy night. 

“Late last evening all the servants 
of the household were admitted to the 
sick room for a final farewell. They 
found Mr. Gladstone lying on his right 
side in a deep sleep, as if dead. Each 
in turn touched his hand and left the 
room tearfully. 

“Mr. Dobie doubts that his patient 
was conscious at any time on Tuesday, 


though ne said yes and no; nor 
does the physician believe that Mr. 
Gladstone recognized any one. Never- 


theless, he suffered no pain whatever, 
but just lay with his head facing the 
light, his eyes closed, his hands some- 
times outside the counterpane and 
sometimes hidden beneath. 

“His grand face bears a most peace- 
ful and beautiful look. A few days 
ago, the deeply-bitten wrinkles that so 
long marked it were almost gone, but 
now, strangely enough, they seem 
strong and deep as ever. He looks, too, 
in wonderfully good color. 

“A bulletin at 9 o’clock Tuesday morn- 
ing, afforded the first intimation of the 
serious condition of the patient. For 
some hours, no additional information 
became public, but there were indica- 
tions that a crisis had been reached. 
The little village postoffice from which 
the telegraph wires run, was suddenly 
manned by a staff to work the special 
instruments which had been silenced 
since they were fitted up last Satur- 
day in readiness for the emergency. 

“During the day wherever one went, 
one would hear general expressions of 
deep regret among the working people 
at Hawarden, Sandycroft, another vil- 
lage situated at the foot of the gentle 
slope, and at Chester.” 

At 3 a.m... Dr. Herbert Hasbershon 
arrived at 2.0’clock this morning. The 
rain has continued to fall at intervals 
throughout the night. Villagers have 
been coming singly and in groups of 
two or three, entering the castle gates 
to glance silently at the rain-beaten 
scrap of paper which is the latest bul- 
letin, and then as silently returning to 
the gate, a hundred yards away, and 
disappearing into the darkness only to 
return later. At this hour many are 
collected to gaze in unbroken silence at 
the castle lights. 

Dr. Hasbershon has just retired, from 
which it is inferred that nothing in the 
nature of an immediate collapse is ex- 
pected. His physicians think Mr. Glad- 
stone will never speak again. At this 
hour he is in deep sleep, while the mem- 
bers of the family are keeping up the 
fina! vigil beside the dying statesman. 
BREATH HARDLY PERCEPTIBLE 

HAWARDEN, May 17.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] A bulletin issued at 3:40 p.m., 
said: “There has been a serious fail- 
ure of Mr. Gladstone’s strength during 
the last six hours. His pulse is with 
difficulty perceptible at the wrists, and 
the extremities are cold.” 

Mr. Gladstone’s physician said this 
afternoon: ‘“‘Mr. Gladstone has taken 
little nourishment. He breathes heavily 
for a few minutes and then his breath 
is hardly perceptible. Mrs. Gladstone 
is with her dying husband. She and 
others in the family do not leave the 
room for more than a minute.’ 

Five p.m.—An official bulletin just is- 
sued, says: “Mr. Gladstone has taken 
a serious turn for the worse. His death 
may be expected in twenty-four hours.” 

HIS SON HASTENS TO HIM.

FOR COAST DEFENSE. 


Letters Received at the Chamber of 
Commerce from Washington, 

A letter was received yesterday ty 

President Forman of the Chamber cf 
Commerce from Secretary J..W. Long 
of the Navy Department at Washins- 
ton, acknowledging receipt of the com- 
munication conveying the resolutions 
adopted by the board of directors of 
the chamber relative to the defense cf 
the coast of California. Secretary Long 
stated that the matter had been “re- 
ferred to the naval war board, which 
reports that the commander-in-chlef of 
the Pacific station has been instructed 
in regard to the general subject of the 
Pacific Coast defense.” 
In a second communication Secre- 
tary Long says: ‘There are in the Pa- 
cific squadron about fifteen vessels of 
different size and importance, which 
are considered to be enough for the 
purpose of cruising upon the coast to 
drive off possible Spanish cruisers. It 
is thought that these, with a few look- 
out tugs, if necessary, will be suffi- 
cient for the purposes of the Pacific 
Coast at present.”’ 
communication from Senator 
Stephen M. White, bearing upon the 
same matter was to the effect that he 
had been informed, and he doubted not 
that the information was correct, that 
everything is being done that circum- 
stances will permit, and that the sit- 
uation is being covered as thoroughly as 
practicable. Senator George C. Per- 
kina wrote that the resolutions of the 
chamber concerning the recognition of 
a number of coast-defense artillery 
companies had been presented to the 
Secretary of War for his consideration, 
Secretary Wiggins sends satisfactory 
news from the Exposition at Omaha. 
He says in the last letter received that 
the space accorded to Los Angelet 
county looks about as large as the ex- 
hibit hall, and is brightandairy.

POLO LAGS SUPERFLUOUS. 

Evidence gathered by secret serv- 
ice officers of the government shows 
conclusively that Sefior Polo y Ber- 
nabe, Spanish Minister to the United 
States, is taking advantage of his 
sojourn in Canada to furnish infor- 
mation to Spain regarding the move- 
ments of the American navy and the 
war plans of our government. In 
thus making Canada the base of in- 
formation for his government, he is ! 
grossly abusing the hospitality of a: 
neutral power, and it cannot be that 
he will long be permitted to remain 
on Canadian soil after the British 
government has been officially advised 
of his course of procedure. 7 

From information obtained by the 
necret-service officials, the evidence 
is conclusive that Polo is conducting 
an elaborate spy system, with agents 
stationed at various points in the 
United States, and that the opera- 
tions of his organized force of spies 
are extremely injurious to our gov- 
ernment. It has been ascertained 
that Polo and his agents have been 
in constant communication with 
Capt.-Gen. Blanco of Havana, and 
with Gov. Macias of Porto Rico. Since 
the arrival of Polo and his suite upon 
Canadian soil, they have expended 
immense telegraphic service 
to and/from the United States, Spain, 
Cuba,/Porto Rico, and other parts of 
the world. There can be no doubt 
that the Madrid government is _in- 
debted very largely to Sefior Polo and 
his agents for the information which 
it has received as to the strategic 


plans of our government and the 
movements of our warships. The 
Spaniards could in no other way 


have obtained so full and accurate 
information as Polo has been enabled 
to furnish, by reason of his sojourn 
on neutral soil, close upon our 
boundaries. He has been about three 
weeks in Canada, during a very criti- 
cal period of the war, and has no 
doubt furnished to the enemy, dur- 
ing that time, information which is 
of the highest importance. 

To the mind of the average man 
it seems a long descent from the 
position of an accredited Minister 
Plenipotentiary to that of a spy; but 
Sefor Polo can doubtless reconcile 
this step with his elastic ideas of 
Spanish “honor.” At all events, he 
is likely to lose his job as chief of 
the Spanish spies in the near future. 
Officials of our State Department, 
after consultation with the British 
legation in Washington. have reached 
a@ conclusion by which Ambassador 
Hay will lay before the British gov- 
ernment the facts of the case, accom- 
panied by proofs of Polo's treachery. 
There can be no doubt that the Brit- 
ish government, when formally ap- 
prised of the facts, will take imme- 
diate steps to fire Polo and his suite 
out of British territory. Such action 
may not wholly break up the gang 
of Spanish spies, of which Polo is 
at present acting as the chief: but it 
will make the operations of the gang 
a@ great deal more difficult, and wil) 
seriously interfere with its general 
efficiency.

BASELESS PROTESTS. 

The Spanish government has 
nounced its intention to protest’ 
the European powers against the 
“bombardment” of Porto Rico, of 
Cardenas, of Matanzas, and of Cien- 
fuegos, by American war vessels, on 
the ground that the alleged ‘boin- 
bardment” of those ports was “con- 
trary to international law.’’ Whether 
formal protests have been made in 
accordance with this declared inten- 
tion does not appear from the tele- 
graphic dispatches. But it is utterly 
immaterial whether Spain has pro- 
tested or not. Protests of this char- 
acter would be unavailing, for the 
good and sufficient reason that there 
has been no bombardment of the 
towns named, nor of any other towns, 
by our war vesseis. 

By common agreement among civil- 
ized nations, it is customary for an 
invading fleet to give twenty-four 
hours’ notice before bombarding a 
fortified city. The purpose of this 
notice is to afford to noncombatants, 
women and children, an opportunity 
to remove to a safe distance, beyond 
the range of the hostile guns. This 
is in accordance with the rules of 
civilized warfare, and no_ nation 
(with the pogsible exception of Spain) 
is likely to begin the bombardment 
of a city without giving the customary 
twenty-four hours’ notice. 

The United States warships have, 


an- 
to 


as yet, bombarded no Spanish or 
Cuban city. They have merely 
shelled the fortifications of Porto 


Rico, and of a few towns along the 
Cuban coast. There is no require- 
ment of international usage which 
provides that notice of any kind shall 
be given before attacking an enemy’s 
fortHications.* Such a requirement 
would manifestly be opposed to the 
spirit and practice of warfare. Strat- 
egy is one of the main factors of 
successful war, and to surprise the 
enemy is one of the principal] aims of 
strategy. As well might the Span- 
iards protest to Europe against the 
action of Admiral Dewey in attack- 
ing them so eary in the morning, 
before they had untangled themselves 
from their pajamas, swallowed their 
breakfasts and drunk their precious 
coffee, as to protest against the few 
shots which our warships have fired 
upon their fortifications at Porto 
Rico and along the Cuban coast. 

The attacks upon these Spanish 
fortifications have been more in the 
nature of target practice than other- 
wise. They have been mere prelim- 
inary skirmishes, designed more to’ 
draw the enemy’s fire, to disclose the 
whereabouts of his batteries, and to 
limber up our guns for the coming 
fray, than to carry any point of at- 
tack. The Spaniards have made the 
absurd and fatal mistake of suppos- 
ing these casual attacks to have been 
a serious invasion. They are con- 
gratulating themselves on having suc- 
cessfully repelled invasion, when in 
reality they have thus far merely op- 
posed the playful practice of our 
gunners. The serious work of war 
has not yet begun in Cuban waters. 

When the great guns of our float- 
ing fortresses are let loose upon the 
Spanish defenses, with the serious 
purpose of carrying them, the Span- 
iards will learn their mistake. They 
will think hell has broke loose, and 
will then have a striking object-les- 
son as to the difference between naval 
gun-practice and actual war. And 
when our army of invasion lands on 
Cuban soil, the enemy will speedily 
be taught the immense. difference 
between guerrilla warfare and war- 
fare in the open field. They will 
then perceive that all their so-called 
“battles” with the insurgent forces 
were mere skirmishes, and that they 
have had no experience of real fight- 
ing in Cuba. 

One of the Spanish Cabinet Minis- 
ters recently characterized our gun 
practice at Porto Rico and at some 
of the Cuban ports, es “barbarous,” 
and as acts of vandalism, because 
twenty-four hours’ notice was not 
given. It is needless to say that the 
United States wif not apply to Spain 
for instructions international law 
and in the obligations of humanity. 
If we have occasion m

about Manila having a deadly climate 
is mostly blue bosh. According to

Francisco Chronicle, we are told that, 
as in any tropical country, the sun 
is hot and it is dangerous to eat 
freely of the native fruits; but if one 
exercises ordinary caution, there 
should be no danger of fever or sun- 
stroke. Probably there is far less 
danger to American troops at this 
Season it Manila than in Cuba, for 
yellow fever prevails every summer 
in some parts of Cuba, and it will be 
more fatal than usual this season be- 
cause of the many deaths from star- 
vation and the total disregard of 
sanitary precautions by the Spanish 
troops. The city of Manila has many 
attractive features, and we do not 
doubt that our soldiers will find, if 
they go there, that the Philippines, 
as a resort, have many advantages 
over the wind-swept slopes of the 
Presidio at San Frencisco. 


A sensational report was started 
yesterday that Maj.-Gen. Merritt had 
declared that he would refuse to go 
to the Philippines in command of the 
army of occupation unless the expe- 
ditionary force was made up accord- 
ing to his own notions exclusively. 
The report turns out to be, for the 
most part, a invention. It 
seems that Gen. Merritt suggested 
that it would be best to send not less 
than 15,000 men, and that one-third of 
the force should be trained soldiers. 
The wisdom and _ fairness of these 
suggestions have been recognized by 
the President, Gen. Miles and Adjt.- 
Gen. Corbin, and Gen. Merritt will 
doubtless be given such a force as 
in his opinion is needed for the work 
to be accomplished at and about Ma- 
nila. It was hardly necessary for 
Gen. Merritt to.deny the accuracy of 
the newspaper’ interviews which 
placed him in the false position of re- 
fusing to obey orders. Gen. Merritt 
is too good a soldier to be guilty of 
insubordination. He is not built that 
way. 


Now that the yellow newspapers 
fear trouble if they act as spies for 
the enemy, in publishing informa- 
tion to the detriment of this country, 
they are exhausting their space in an 
idle discussion as to the ultimate 
destiny of the Philippine Islands. They 
would do well to note that at present 
the United States of America is the 
dominant power in that section of 
the sea where those islands are lo- 
cated, thanks to the valiant Dewey 
and his gallant tars, and it wil! be 
time enough to discuss the question 
of possible European complications 
when the war is over and Uncle Sam 
takes a position. Whenever the old 
gentleman takes a stand, whatever 
it may be, we need not have any 
fears about his ability to hold it 
against all comers. 


The Navy Department was by no 
means too hasty in deciding to re- 
fuse information regarding future 
movements of our warships. While 
we have been guessing as to the loca- 
tion of the Spanish fleet, Spain has 
been kept fully informed, through the 
American press, as to the movements 
of our ships. The Navy Department 
claims that the unsuccessful attempts 
to land troops in Cuba are due to 
information supplied to the enemy. 
When the Navy Department has re- 
fused information to the press, en- 
terprising eastern journals have sent 
their boats to nose around and pick 
up such information as they could 
obtain. The American people will 
certainly be cheerfully willing to 
forego a little advance news, when, 
by doing so, they contribute to the 
success of the cause. 


A transpacific steamship line, to 
run from San Diego to Yokohama, 
beginning in October next, appears 
to be assured. It was at first stated 
that the line would be owned by the 
Santa Fé Railroad Company. This 
is denied, with the statement that the 
boats will be run in connection with 
that company, but not under its man- 
agement. Los Angeles congratulates 
San Diego on having acquired this 
valuable enterprise. We should, of 
course, have preferred to see the 
ships running from one of the ports 
of this county. The next best thing 
to that is to have a line from one 
of the other ports of Southern Cal- 
ifornia. Should Secretary Alger push 
the construction of San Pedro Har- 
bor, we shall undoubtedly soon have 
a line of our own to oriental ports. 


It is entirely probable that had 
the American, Col. Mazuma, called 
upon the editors of the French news- 
papers, there might have been’ con- 
siderable difference in the sentiments 
they are expressing as to the feeling 
toward this country hel@ by the 
Parisians and their neighbors. How- 
ever, we have reason to believe that, 
‘no matter how the French newspaper 
feels about this affair, the working- 
man of that country will, in all prob- 
ability, go on short’ rations for a 
while, because of the loss of Ameri- 
can trade and the consequent’ shut- 
ting down of many of France's gew- 
gaw factories. Americans are usually 
able to settle a score, as our late 
friends in Paris will find out before 
they are i00 years older. 


According to a San Francisco dis- 
patch, a number of the _ volunteers 
in camp at the Presidio, equal to 
three full companies, are on the sick- 
list, owing to a lack of supplies. This 
comes as near being slaughtered in 
the house of one’s friends as any- 
thing we remember to have read of 
for some time. We hope the report 
is exaggerated.

SENATE MAKING PROGRESS 
WITH THE REVENUE BILL. 


Jones of Arkansas Presents the 
Views of the Democratic 
Members. 


PARTY POLICIES CONTRASTED. 


TAXATION OF PROPERTY VERSUS 
TAXES ON CONSUMPTION, 


The Minority Afraid of Getting Too 
Much Money in the Treasury. 
House Passes Bilis Affect- 
ing Labor. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, May 17.—Consider- 
able progress was made by the Senate 
today in considering the war-revenue 
measure. Mr. Jones of Arkansas pre- 
sented in a general statement’ the 
views of the Democratic members of 
the Finance Committee. He maintained 
that the taxes imposed by the pending 
bill ought to be levied on property and 
not upon consumption that the policy 
of the Republican party had always 
been to impose taxes upon. consump- 
tion; while that of the Democratic 
party was to impose it upon property. 
He believed that taxation that would 
raise $150,000,000 would be amply suffi- 
cient to be carried by this bill, and 
that if the exigencies of the war did 
demonstrate that more money was 
needed, Congress could provide it later. 
He opposed the proposition to issue 
bonds and certificates of indebtedness 
far in excess of the requirements of 
the war, and held that the expenses 
should be paid by the government as 
the war progresses. 

BRIEF HOUSE SESSION. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, May 17.—The House 
held a brief session today. Two impor- 
tant bills affecting labor were passed, 
one limiting the labor of persons em- 
ployed upon government works and in 
government . service to eight hours 
daily, and the other providing for the 
equipment of a non-partisan labor 
commission . to censider legislative 
problems affecting labor. 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—SEN- 
ATE.—The Senate chaplain in his in- 


today paid a tribute to those who suf- 
fer at home through the horrors of 
war. 

Mr. Hale, chairman of the Committee 
on Naval Affairs, offered the follow- 
ing resolution, which was agreed to: 
“Theat the treasury appointments 
made by the President on and after 
April 21, 1898, and up to the date of 
the passage of this joint resolution of 
officers of the line and staff of the 
navy are hereby ratified’and confirmed 
to continue in force during the exi- 
gency under which their services are 
required in the existing war. Officials 
so appointed shall be assigned to duty 
with rank and pay of the grades estab- 
lished by existing law and shall be paid 
from the appropriation for pay of the 
navy.” 

A bill was reported from the Military 
Affcirs Committee by Mr. Carter of 
Montana and passed, providing that 
pay and ellowance of the volunteers 
enlisted in the United States army 
shall begin on the date of their en- 
rollment at the State camps, with a. 
provision that volunteer troops sent to 
the Philippine Islands may draw one 
month’s pay in advance. It was «&x- 
plained that the bill applies only to 
those who had as volunteers enlisted in 
the United States army. 
On motion of Mr. Allison, considéera- 
tion of the war revenue measure 
resumed, Mr. Jones of Arkansas tak- 
ing the floor. 
Mr. Jones said that he doubt 
whether there was a man in the Sena 
who was not ready to vote all the 
money and taxes necessary to carry ® 
the present war. He would not pe 
form his duty, he thought, if he shou 
vote for too much money.

Allowing $15,000,00 
for extra expenses, the full amour 
needed by the estimates of Cabine 
officers was, according to his figures 
in the neighborhood of $240,000,00C 
This amount was, of course, in addi: 
tion to the ordinary expenses of thi 
government. 

Mr. Hale challenged this statement 
declaring that the $75,000,000 referre< 
to in the statement of Secretary Long 
did not include the amount carried b; 
the Naval Appropriation Bill for the 
present war, and it did not include 


rest upon consumption, while the bill 
pending increases the taxes on con- 
sumption.” 

In answer to an inquiry by Mr. Ald- 
rich, Mr. Jones said: “I am willing to 
fix the amount that ought to be pro- 
duced by the pending bill at $150,000,000. 
but I believe it would be better and 
wiser for us to levy even more taxes 
rather than increase our interest-bear- 
ing obligations. If I had to take my 
choice between an issue of bonds and 
an increase ef taxation, I would prefer 
to increase taxation.”’ 

Without reaching any agreement as 
to what portion of the bill should be 
considered first, the Senate proceeded 
with the reading of the bill, with the 
understanding that at any time Sena- 
tors should have the privilege of re- 
turning to passed items for their 
amendment or alteration. 

Mr. Allison presented tables show- 
ing the amounts of the ordinary appro- 
priations for the next fiscal year. They 
aggregate (less $51.000,000, for the sink- 
ing fund) $480,849,852. 

The total estimated revenues (includ- 
ing postal revenues,) Mr. Allison's 
tables showed were $482,874,647, an ex- 
cess of $2,024,795 over the estimated or- 
dinary appropriations. The appropria- 
tions for the war, Mr. Allison gave as 
follows: National defense (act of March 
9, 1898,) $50,000,000; army, fortifications 
and navy (act of May 4,) $35,700,000; 
fortifications, $4,000,000, naval act (in- 
crease over 1898 for war purposes,) $23,- 
100,000; naval deficiencies, 1898, $22,- 
275,000; naval establishment for 1898, 
additional, $75,000,000; naval auxiliary 
bill, $4,000,000; immune bill and engi- 
neer bill, $15,000,000; army for 1899, ad- 
ditional, $150,000. Total appropriations 
on account of the war, $379,192,000. 

At 3 o’clock this bill was laid aside, 
and Mr. Hale of Maine presented reso- 
lutions in memory of the late Seth L. 
Milliken, a representative from Maine. 
Eulogies were pronounced by Mr. Hale, 
Mr. Mills of Texas, Mr. Carter of Mon- 
tana, Mr. Rawlins of Utah, Mr. Gal- 
linger of New Hampshire, and Mr. Frye 
of Maine. 

At the conclusion of the addresses 
the Senate, at 8:50 p.m., as a further 
mark of respect, adjourned.

LABOR BILLS, ETC. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, May 17.—Mr. Corliss 
of Michigan called up the House Dill 
to repeal the law providing that the 
transmission of the electoral vote of 
States to Washington shall be by mes- 
senger. The bill proposes transmission 
by mail and express and was urged by 
Mr. Corliss in the interest of economy. 
The present method costs $20,000 every 
four years. The bill was defeated after 
a prolonged discussion in which many 
members participated. 

The House then took up its bill to 
limit to eight hours each day the work 
of laborers, workmen or mechanics em- 
ployed in the service of the government 
or upon public works by contract or 
otherwise. 

The bill was amended so as to sus- 
pend its operations as affecting mili- 
tary or naval works in time of war, 
and was passed without division. 

The Senate bill providing an Amer- 
ican registry for the ship Centennial, 
now at Seattle, Wash., was passed. 

The House passed a bill to authorize 
the appointment of a non-partisan com- 
mission to collect information and 
recommend legislation to meet problems 
presented by labor, agriculture and 
capital. The bill proposes a commis- 
sion of five members from the House 
and Senate, respectively, and nine 
others representing different industries 
and employments, to be appointed by 
the President and confirmed by the 
Senate. 

The House then adjourned at. 2:45 
p.m.

Weekly Crop Bulletin. — Cool, cloudy 
weather prevailed the past week and ended 
in a general rain, which was heavy in the 
northern coast sections and moderate in the 
interior valleys and southern districts. Quite 
a heavy fall of snow occurred in the eastern 
mountain sections. The cool, cloudy weather 
was favorable for seasonable farming opera- 
tions, and the rain at the close of the week 
was of inestimable benefit to trees, feed and 
root crops, and added materially to the sup- 
ply of irrigating water. The rain came too 
late to benefit grain, except in a few locali- 
ties, where a better hay crop is being gath- 
ered than was expected before rain of several 
weeks ago. Generally grain fields not too far 
gone are being used for pasture. The rain 
greatly benefited orchards and will put off 
irrigating for some time, which will result in 
saving the limited supply of water in the 
reservoirs for late summer use, 


ALONG THE LINE. 


Anonymous mischief-makers are busy 
wowing the seeds of discord and sus- 
picion in these restless days of strong 
feeling. Reports of disloyalty are rife, 
and many entirely imaginary spies are 
located by busybodies who either have 
an old grudge to clear off or possess 
an abnormal tendency to shy at their 
own shadows for the sake of effect.

DECIDUOUS FRUITS. 


Aseociation Delegates Meet to Form 
a Central Exchange. 

The deciduous-fruit growers met in 
convention yesterday in the assembly 
hall of the Chamber of Commerce. Sev- 
enteen delegates, representing thirteen 
fruit associations, were present for the 
purpose of taking the necessary steps 
to organize a central association of 
deciduous growers. 

A. R. Sprague was elected chairman 
and G. H. H. Goodwin secretary of the 
convention, if such the meeting could 
be called. The following were the dele- 
gates present: Morton Haig and E. H. 
Parker, San Gabriel; Charles E, Teb- 
betts and H. J. Cone, Pasadena; J. B. 
Neff and George A. Hunter, Anaheim; 
A. L. Scofield, Lamanda; M. O. Ran- 
dall, Sierra Madre; W. H. Scuhreman 
and E. W. Keller, North Pomona; J. 
A. Brown, L. G. Butler, San Jacinto; 
R. Dunn, Fillmore; A. A. Smead and 
A. R. Sprague, Manzana. 

Without delay, the convention settled 
down to the especial business for which 
it had been summoned. W. H. Schure- 
man, representing the North Pomona 
association, moved that the convention 
proceed toé organize the central asso- 
ciation of deciduous-fruit growers. R. 
Dunn of Fillmore seconded the motion, 
which was carried, 

The secretary then read a draft of 
the articles of incorporation, «which 
gave rise to considerable discussion. 
Finally, it was-decided to incorporate 
under the name of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Fruit Exchange, with a capital 
stock of $100, divided into 100 shares of 
the par value of $1 each. The purposes 
for which the organization was formed 
are set out to be: (a) To promote the 
interests of producers of fruits and 
other food products of Southern Cali- 
fornia, especially by collecting and dis- 
seminating information and statistics 
bearing upon the preparation and mar- 
keting of said products; establishing 
uniformity in methods of grading and 
packing: extending and _ developing 
markets. (b) To borrow money; to loan 
and make advances of ‘the same upon 
products in possession of or under the 
control of the corporation, and to pro- 
mote the formation of local coipera- 
tive associations to affiliate with this 
corporation and assist in establishing 
their credit. (c) To purchase all sup- 
plies for the different local asscciations 
used in raising, preparing and market- 
ing said fruit and food products; to 
lease, purchase or otherwise obtain 
real or personal property necessary to 
the transaction of the business of the 
corporation, and to sell or otherwise ex- 
change the same. (d) To receive, stcre 
and market for account of its different 
assotiations all fruit and other food 
products entrusted to the corporation 
for the purpose, on such terms as the 
board of directors shall prescribe. 

The following were named as a tem- 
porary board of directors: <A. R. 
Sprague, president: M. 0. Randail. sec- 
retary; Neff, .-R. Dunn, J. A. 
Brown, F. A. Bliss, Morton Haig, 
Charles E. Tebbetts, A. L. Schofield, W. 
H. Schureman, J. M. Guinnette and L. 
G. Butler. 

There are twenty-tw) branch isso- 
ciations throughout Southern Califor- 
nia, and when permanent organization 
is effected it is probable that there will 
be some changes in the directorate of 
the central organization.

Mrs. W. B. Harrington, president of 
the Red Cross Society of San Fran- 
clseo, wires The Times that there will 
be a convention of Red Cross societies 
in San Francisco on Thursday of this 
week, and asks if the Los Afigeles peo- 
ple will send delegates.

New Range Being Prepared—Tests 
of Rifles. 

Ground for a 500-yard rifle range has 
been secured by the Los Angeles Sharp- 
shooters, and it is probable that the 
range will be ready for use by next 
Sunday. The Police Commission has 
granted permission to the company to 
use the range for rifie practice, and 
danger signs will be placed on the sur- 
rounding hills and at various points to 
warn chance strollers to keep out of 
the way of bullets. As secon as the 
markers’ pit is made and the targets 
are up, the work of classifying the 
marksmen will begin. 

Brown duck uniforms have been or- 
dered and will be made by the Broad- 
way Department Store as soon as all 
the measures have been taken. All 
members are expected to get measured 
aS soon as possible, so that the order to 
make up the required number of 
uniforms may be given immediately 
after the meeting tomorrow night. 

Additional tests of the two rifles al- 
lowed in the company tend to confirm 
the report of the Arms Committee that 
the 30-40 is superior to the 30-30 in 
every essential feature. In accuracy, 
range, penetration and general effec- 
tiveness, the 30-40 is unquestionably 
Superior . It is a better military arm 
and a better hunting weapon. For ac- 
surate and effective long-range work 
and genuine sharpshooting, the single- 
shot 30-40 is better than the magazine 
rifle. The 30-30 is not the weapon that 
it was expected to be when it was de- 
signed, and its low price indicates that 
the manufacturers are anxiouse to get 
rid of the large stock on hand. While 
the members of the company have the 
privilege of chosing either arm, it is 
believed by the majority of the Arms 
Committee that it is a mistake to 
choose the 30-30. 

At the meeting to be held tomorrow 
night in the hall over the Orpheum 
Theater, some business of interest to 
every member will be brought up, and 
the Finance Committee will report on 
an important matter. 

The Turner rifle company will meet 
tonight to receive the reports’ of va- 
rious committees. There are over 
eighty names on the roll of the com- 
pany. and as nearly all the Turners are 
expert riflemen, the organization is 
likely to be a very efficient corps of 
sharpshooters. 


Hack Drivers Quarrel. 

Deputy Constable John Menzies yes- 
terday arrested Frank Evans and Ben 
Appling, two hack drivers, who are 
charged by Dick Roberts with battery. 
The complaint alleges that Evans and 
Appling attacked Roberts Saturday 
night on Aliso street, beating him so 
badly as to necessitate medical trear- 
ment at the Receiving Hospital. The 
prisoners say that Roberts heard a call 
come in for Evans on the night in 
question, and by jumping on his hack 
and driving rapidly, managed to reach 
the place on Aliso street ahead of Ey- 
ans.

CONTEST OVER KERN ESTATE. 


THE CONTESTANTS ALLEGE THAT 
THE WILL 18 A FORGERY. 


c. Florio Antonovich Sues His Part- 
ners. John Jangovich et al—Bids 
to Be Opened for the New 
Courthouse Elevator. 


After spending almost the entire day 
in the hearing of the evidence, on the 
charges preferred by Rev. R. W. Smith 
against Patrolman W. J. Fifield, the 
Board of Police Commissioners ren- 
@ered a decision in which they practi- 
cally acquitted the officer, but on ac- 
count of his negiect to take proper 
precautions to protect the department 
and the citizens as well, he will be 
reprimanded. At the same time the 
commission cleared Rev. Smith's son 
of all suspicion of being the boy whom 
Fifield had arrested. It was proven 
to the satisfaction of the commission- 
ers that the whole trouble resulted 
from a mistake in the identity of the 
boy, and that all parties were honest 
in their beliefs. 

The @ity dog-catcher prevented the 
filing of additional charges against 
himself yesterday by submitting affi- 
davits showing that Commissioner Me, 
Lain was in error when he stated that 
he had seen the catcher forcibly take a 
dog from a woman's yard. 

Mayor Snyder has signed the ordi- 
nance of intention for the tunnel and 
park-bond election, and its publication 
will begin today. 

Three streets, the improvement of 
which have been completed, will be 
finally inspected by the Street Super- 
intendent tomorrow in order that the 
property-owners may have an oppor- 
tunity to register objections to their 
acceptance. 

Judge Clark yesterday began the 
hearing of a contest over the will of

VIRTUALLY ACQUITTED. 


COMMISSIONERS TRY A 


PECULIAR CASE. 
- 


Patrolman Fificld not Blamed for 
His Acts in the Smith Matter. 
Clear Case of Mistaken Identity. 
Both Sides Satisfied. 


POLICE 


If all of the sessions of the Board 
of Police Commissioners were as long 
as that of yesterday, few people would 
desire such a position without a good 
salary attached. The board put in the 
better part of the day in the investi- 
gation of the charges that had been 
preferred against Patrolman Wesley J. 
Fifield by Rev. R. W. Smith, and.so 
much time was consumed in this mat- 
ter that all of the several charges 
against other members of the police 
department had to go over until the 
next meeting. The Fifield charges had 
been pending for weeks, and had been 
repeatedly postponed. Last week, how- 
ever, the commission announced posi- 
tively that it would take up the mat- 
ter yesterday. Anticipating a lively 
session, the outer office of the Mayor 
was filled with people when the ses- 
sion of the board was called to order, 
and after the transaction of routine 
business the trial of Fifield began. 

Briefly stated, the case is this: On 
March 11 between the hours of 4:45 
and 5:45 o'clock in the afternoon, Pa- 
trolmen Redfern and Fifield caught 
two boys scorching at Twelfth and 
Main streets and arrested them. One 
was a messenger and gave his name as 
Sheffield Miller. The other boy gave 
the name of C. Smith, and said he 
lived opposite the Burbank Theater. 
The policemen released both boys, or- 
dering them to appear in court the 
following afternoon. The messenger 
appeared, but Smith did not come to 
court. The case against him was tried 
in his absence and a fine of $3 was as- 
sessed. The commitment was given 
to Patrolman Fifield with instructions 
to arrest the boy or secure the pay- 
ment of the fine. He searched severa) 
days for the boy, but was unable to 
find him. At last he received informa- 
tion that a boy named Smith, answer- 
ing the description of the one for whom 
he had been searching, resided at No. 
212 East Twenty-ninth street, He went 
there on March 24 and found the son 
of the clergyman, whose name is not 
C. Smith, but Harold S. Smith. The 
officer was positive that the boy was 
the same he had arrested several days 
before, and at once served the com- 
mitment on him. The boy’s mother 
declared, as did the boy, that a mistake 
had been made, but the officer was so 
certain of his identification that he in- 
sisted upon either young Smith's ac- 
companying him to jail or paying the 
amount of the fine. Under protest the 
boy’s mother paid the money and 
asked Fifield what redress she had. He 
told her how the matter could be ser- 
tled, and when she and her son again 
declared that a mistake had been made 
and the boy expressed a willingness to 
swear to the declaration, the ofticer 
said that it would be a “case of San 
Quentin” for one or the other of them. 
meaning himself or the boy. Asked 
what he meant, he said that if the boy 
swore that he had not been arrested 
and he (Fifield) swore to the fact of 
the arrest, one of them might be pros- 
ecuted for perjury. With that he left. 

Rev. Smith was not at home at the 
time, and the boy’s uncle, G. W. Moore. 
‘took up the matter and called upon 
Fifield at the Police Station. The offi- 
cer made several appointments with 
Moore, and after several meetings fin- 
ally refused to do anything in the mat- 
ter, saying that he was positive that 
he was right in the matter. Up to this 
time the Smith family only demanded 
the return of the $3 collected, and an 
acknowledgement by the officer that he 
had made an error. They reported tne 
a matter to Chief Glass, who, after hear- 
ing both sides, referred them to the 

a Board of ce Commissioners, and

a week ago reported recommending 
that the charges be dismissed, and 
that if Mr. Smith desired to secure a 
return of his $3 he resort to the courts, 
This did not satisfy the commission, 
and an investigation was ordered, and 
it was this investigation which con- 
sumed nearly all the Commissioners’ 
time yesterday. 

A recital of all the testimony given 
before the commission would be but a 
repetition of the story of the charges 
with slight variations. The whole mat- 
ter hinged, of course, upon the identity 
of the boy Smith. For himself, young 
Smith swore positively that he had 
never been arrested; that he had never 
seen Fifield to know him before he 
called at his home; that he was not on 
Main street at the time of the arrest 
by the officer, that he was then at home 
engaged in a game of “horseshoes” with 
his father. 

Sheffield Miller, the messenger boy 
who was arrested at the same time as 
the alleged Smith boy, testified that 
Harold Smith was not the boy with 
whom he was ridjng at the time of the 
arrest of both of them: that he did not 
know that Smith boy, nor did he know 
hLiarold Smith at the time of the ar- 


rest; that the boy whom Fifield ar- 
rested resided near University. Miller 
got his particulars somewhat mixed 


and portions of his testimony was easily 
disproven by the officer, but his prin- 
cipal statement that Harold Smith was 


not the boy arrested, could not be 
shaken. 
Rev. Smith corroborated the state- 


ment of his son as to the game they 
had played at the time the arrest was 
made, He knew positively that it was 
the same day, March 11, because a few 
minutes after the game was finished 
he and bis wife called upon a neighbor, 
who had received a letter that day from 
her son, who is a member of the crew 
of the United States cruiser New York, 
and the letter was so postmarked as to 
show that it had been received the 
night before and delivered that morn- 
ing. Mrs. Smith recited the particulars 
of Fifield’s visit to her home on the 
day of the arrest, which Fifield had 
made. She knew it because she had 
gone to the house of another neighbor 
who was preparing to“celebrate the 
birthday of her son on that date. Mrs. 
Prescott witnessed the game between 
Rev. Smith and his son and also told 
of her having received* a letter from 
her son. Mrs. A. M. Gray had also seen 
the game, and it was she who was 
preparing to celebrate her son's birth- 
day. She remembered the date by this. 
An affidavit by Miss Alice Smith, sister 
of Harold, was read in which the fact 
that he was at home on March 11 was 
sworn to. This and other evidence 
proved for Harold about as good an 
alibi as it was possible to establish, 
and in addition he proved a most ex- 
cellent character. 

Patrolman Fifield, on taking the wit- 
ness stand in his own defense, swore 
positively and most earnestly that 
Harold Smith and the boy he had ar- 
rested were one and the same person. 
He told how he had been ordered to 
Main street to arrest scorchers, and 
gave the particulars of his arresting 
Smith. He was certain of the identity 
of the boy, saying he could tell him 
among ten thousand. He was asked 
what time the arrest had been made, 
and replied that it was about 5 o'clock. 
It was brought out in this connection 
that Fifield had not at that time nor 
since made a proper record of the mat- 
ter, either on the police register or on 
his own time book, in fact, he had noth- 
ing to show when he had arrested the 
boy and depended entirely upon his 
memory. This was not satisfactory to 
the commission, and much was made of 
it by the other side. It was the one 
veak point in Fifield’s case. 

Pa Redfern, who had been 
with field whén the arest was made, 
swore as positively as did the latter 
that the preacher's son was the boy 
who had been arrested. Khe was very 
earnest about the matter, and ex- 
plained that he did not desire to do the 
boy an injustice, but he knew what he 
was talking about and would swear a 
thousand times that Harold Smith 
and the alleged C. Smith were the same 
person. Patrolman Baker had witnessed 
the arrest from a distance. He was 
at Pico and Main streets when the ar- 
rest was made at Twelfth and Main. 
After the release of the boys they had 
ridden past him and he heard the mes- 
senger boy say something about being 
“pinched.” He recognized in the other 
bey one whom he had warned against 
fast riding several days before, and he, 
too, positively identified Harold Smith 
as that boy. 

Each of the witnesses Was cross-ex- 
amined, but the two sides could not 
be made to harmonize. The Smith side 
proved that Harold was not the one 
crrested, and the officer proved, if 
corroboration of evidence is proof, that 
he was the one who had  ~been ar- 
rested. The messenger was recalled, 
and be had a chapter to add, and told 
how he had gone down Main street 
and seen Patrolmen Baker and Ar- 
guello at Washington street. He made 
a feint as if to scorch and the police- 
men started after him, but he desisted 
and laughed at them. When he re- 
turned he stopped and conversed with 
them about the matter. This statement 
would have been interesting had it 
been proven to be true, and as it was 
then 1 o'clock the commissioners de- 
cided to take a recess until 4:30 o’clock, 
and have Patrolman Arguello called. 

When the hearing was resumed Ar- 
guello tock the stand and denied under 
oath all that the messenger had said. 
Patrolman Baker also denied the story. 
While Patrolman Arguello was testi- 
fying, he got the laugh on G. : 
Moore, Harold Smith's uncle, by» say- 
ing that he had cautioned him not to 
ride fast. This Mr. Moore denied posi- 
tively. 

At 5:10 o'clock the hearing of the evi- 
dence was concluded, and the mem- 
bers of the commission retired to the 
Mayor's private office for consultation. 
It took them twenty minutes to agree 
upon a report, and at 5:30 they re- 
the other ard Mr 
Gibbon presented the following as the 
finding of the board in the matter. It 
Was 

“The commissioners believe from the 
evidence that Officer Fifield and the 
other officers who were with him, and 
wno were cffered as witnesses, acted 
and testified under a full conviction 
and honest belief that the complainant, 
Harold Smith, was the same person 
whom Officer Fifield had arrested. 

“At the same time, we are convinced 
that it is clearly a case of mistaken 
identity, and it appears to us to have 
been conclusively established that 
Harold Smith is not theAparty who was 
arrested by Officer Fifield for scorch- 
ing on Main steet on the) llth day of 
March, 1898, and who gdve his name 
to the officer as C. Smith. 

“We find. however, that the part of 
Officer Fifield’s conduct that desbrves 
criticism is the fact that he dix 
make a careful record ef the fact 
rounding the arrest, and whic 
have been used for future 
tion, as he should have do 
instruct the Chief to reprimahd him fo, 
this neglect, and the furthet fact that 
when positively assured of h\s-mistake 
in identity when he visited. Haroid 
Smith's house he should have inves:'- 
gated the matter more fully before in- 
Sisting on arresting the young man 
or collecting the fine, especially as thers 
was apparentiy no danger of his at- 
tempting to escape from the jurisdic- 
tion of the city courts. 

“We find that the $3 collected by of- 
ficer Fifield from Harcld Smith’s par- 
ents must be returned to them, and 
shall_request the City Attorney to take 
appropriate steps to reeover the same 
for them from the City Treasurér.”’

The ani- 
mal was so sick that the women were 
afraid it might harm their children, and 
they, therefore, called the dog-catcher. 
There will be no investigation of this 
matter, but the Bassett charges prom- 
ise to be interesting, as Mr. Bassett 
will introduce the evidence of his wife 
and another relative. 


ROUTINE BUSINESS. 


A petition from the Los Angeles 

Sharpshooters for permission to use as 
a rifle range a gulch in the Hunter 
Highland View tract, just within the 
boundaries of the annexed district of 
the city, was presented by Commis- 
sioner Gibbon. The range is surrounded 
by high and steep hills, the line of fire 
being toward the head of a V-shaped 
cafion, in which the target butts will 
be backed by hills of such height as to 
preclude the possibility of danger from 
spent or stray bullets. Mr. Gibbon 
stated that the usual course was to re- 
fer such petitions to the Chief for in- 
vestigation, but in this case as an 
emergency existed, and as the mem- 
bers of the sharpshooters are men ac- 
customed to the use of firearms, he 
moved that the rules be suspended and 
the petition granted. The motion was 
adopted unanimously. 
Miss E. B. Sanchez appeared before 
the commissoin and requested that Pa- 
trolman Hiriart be compelled to pay her 
$60,alleged to be due for board. The state- 
ment was made that the commission is 
not a collection agency, and if the debt 
was contracted before Hiriart’s ap- 
pointment to the police force they could 
do nothing. Bhe matter was referred 
to the Chief for investigation and re- 
port. 

R. L. Jennings. night watchman at 

the office of the Record, was appointed 
a special policeman to serve without 
pay from the city. 
Ernest Randolph applied for the li- 
cense held until a month ago by Dun- 
can Bros. The latter had defaulted 
payment, and had made no effort to 
protect their creditors. The last 
month's license was paid by Messrs. 
Adloff & Hauerwaas. Gen. C. F. A. 
Last appeared, and stated to the com- 
mission that the granting of this ap- 
plication was the only way in which 
the Duncan creditors could be pro- 
tected. The application was granted. 
The charge preferred against Potrol- 
men Conley, Hubbard ard Fowler by 
I. E. Messmore, the full text of which 
was published in The Times yester- 
day, was under the rule of the com- 
mission, referred to the Chief for in- 
vestigation and report. 


Signed the Ordinance. 


Mayor Snyder affixed his official sig- 
nature yesterday to the ordinance of 
intention for calling the election for 
tunnel and park bonds, which was 
adopted by the City Couneil the day 
before. The ordinance will be published 
today, and the final ordinance will be 
ready for passage within four weeks, If 
possible the date of theelection se- 
lected some time ago, July 5, will be 
fixed as the day of the election.

3 p.m. The purpose of these inspections, 
in addition to tha desire of the Street 
Superintendent to persona'ly look ove~ 
the work, is to enable the property 
owners to make such objections as they 
may desire to make before the work 
is accepted. 


Ballerino Again Protests. 


Another protest against a proposed 
street improvement was filed in the 
City Clerk’s office yesterday by B. Bal- 
lerino. He protests against the pro- 
posed opening of a portion of Tenth 
street, for the reason that there is no 
present necessity for the work, ard 
that the cost would be out of all pro- 
portion to the benefits. He owns 5280 
feet on the street. 


A COLORADO WRECK. 


Part of a Mining Outfit Salvaged by 
Indians. 

. From news received from the Colo- 
rado River agency at Parker, Ariz.. it 
appears that a large amount of wreck- 
age hes been picked up at that point, 
indicating that a barge or several 
boats had gone to pieces in some of the 
rocky cafions of the swollen river be- 
tween that point and the Needles. 

The Indians, by swimming out, 
picked up and towed ashore a quantity 
of articles, some of which may lead to 
the identification of the wrecked party. 
There were three large wooden pulleys 
or band wheels for a three-inch shaft. 
some mortised framing timbers, a box 
of reflector lanterns, an empty box 
which bore the marks G. B. & G. S., a 
ten-gallon can of gasoline and several 
cases of provisions, flour, etc. The 
Indians only obtained a small quantity 
of the wreckage floating past, as it 
was seen just before nightfall, and the 
darkness prevented the work of sal- 
vage being carried on. 

It is believed on the river that the 
freight being taken down the Colorado 
River consisted of a three-stamp mill 
and supplies for a mining camp estab- 
lished by Los Angeles parties, not far 
from Dr. Gier’s place, twenty miles 
above Parker. Whether, the crew of 
the boat or boats escaped with their 
lives is not known. 


Police Begin a Crusade. 

Police Officer Redfern made 
plaint yesterday afternoon, charging 
John L. Vaughan with Keeping a lewd 
house. He was arrested later and ad- 
mitted to bail in the sum of cf $100 
cash to appear in court today.

CONTEST THE WILL. 


HEIRS OF KATE KERN FIGHTING 
OVER HER ESTATE. 


The Relatives of Mrs. Kern’s Hus- 
band, Who Were Cut Off, Allege 
That the Will is a Forgery—Sev- 
eral Witnesses Testify to the 
Genuineness of the Signature. 


The hearing of a contest over the 
will disposing of the estate of Kate 
Kern, deceased, began yesterday before 
Judge Clark in Department Two of the 
Superior Court. The*contestants charge 
that the will is a forgery. 

Kate Kern died in this city on Feb- 
ruary 14, 1898, leaving an estate here, 
represented by real estate and mort- 
gages, which has been variously esti- 
mated at from $30,000 to $40,000. A will 
dated January 22, 1898, was filed for 
probate by John S. Saunders. Accord- 
ing to the will all of Mrs. Kern’s estate 
was .oO go to her nephew, Paul Stass- 
forth and her niece. Kate Anderton. 
Saunders was named as executor and 
as residuary legatee to serve without 
bond. No provision was made in the 
will for the relatives of Mrs. Kern’s 
deceased husband, and a contest was 
filed by his nephews and nieces, Paul 
North, Kate North, Mary Myers and 
Sophie Bittner. 

The contestants originally alleged 
three grounds for opposing probate of 
the will, asserting that the decedent 
Was of unsound mind at the time the 
will was alleged to have been executed; 
that undue influence had been used 
and that the will itself was a forgery. 
Later, however, the propositions that 
Mrs. Kern was of unsound mind and 
that undue influences had been used 
were dropped and the fight is being 
made on the question of forgery. 
Orlando F. Griffen yesterday testified 
in behalf of the proponents that he had 
found the will which has been filed 
for probate in Mrs. Kern’s bedroom 
after her death. He said he was 
familiar with her handwriting and de- 
clared the will to be her genuine writ- 
ing. John S. Saunders also testified to 
his familiarity with Mrs. Kern’s writ- 
ing and pronounced the signature gen- 
uine. Half a dozen other witnesses, who 
knew Mrs. Kern’s writing and had seen 
her write, declared that the signature 
to the will is genuine. 

The case will be resumed this morn- 
ing with further testimony as to the 
genuineness of the will. The contest- 
ants have not disclosed what their pol- 
icy will be in fighting the case. It is 
known, however, that they will place 
several experts in handwriting on the 
stand tc testify that the signature is 
not genuine. 


ANTONOVICH’S TROUBLES, 


He Goes to Court to Have His Part-| 
ners Brought to Time. 

C. Florio Antonovich has appealed to 

the Superior Court for a settlement of 
his difficulties with his partners in the 
Queen Restaurant, Florio Antonovich 
and John Jangovich. The restaurant is 
situated at No. 316 North Main street. 
There has been considerable trouble 
over the ownership of the restaurant, 
but in the complaint this is not at- 
tributed in any way to the difficulty the 
partners may have in pronouncing one 
another's names. 
According to the allegation of the 
complaint of C. Florio Antonovich, who 
ordinarily writes his name simply as C. 
Antonovich, the three men mentioned 
in the suit formed a copartnership Oc- 
tober 8, 1897, to conduct the Queen Res- 
taurant.

They have since 
conducted the business in their own 
way and have refused to turn over any 
of the accruing profits to C. Florio, or 
to let him examine the books of the 
concern. 

The plaintiff says he has reason to 
believe that Florio Antonovich and 
John Jangovich are about to transfer 
the restaurant and intend to leave for 
Klondike. He prays that tme court will 
grant an order enjoining the defendants 
from transfering the property; that 
a receiver be appointed, and that they 
be required to make a complete list of 
all the receipts and disbursements of 
the concern up to date.

The Grand Jury Hits Hard at the 
"Bad Lands.” 


PHOENIX, Ariz., May 14.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] The report of the 
grand jury, rendered in the District 
Court last Thursday, was one of the 
most comprehensive that has been 
seed on file for some time past. The 
committeemen who investigated the 
cendition of the various county offices 
inquired closely, but not in a captious 
or fault-finding spirit. Their visit to 
the “bad lands’ part of Phoenix was 
productive of a scorching but deserved 
criticism of conditions that permitted 
such an institution to be established, 

‘and then to be tolerated. “Block 41, 


“the block,” as it is interchangeably 
called, is a conglomeration of one- 
story shanties sheltering all sorts of 
disreputable women—blacks, whites, 
Japanese and Mexicans, with all the 
gradations of color imaginable. The 
grand jury report calis attention to the 
conduct of these women in daylight 
and on the streets of the city, to their 
style of dress, and the bad effects of 
their presence upon children and youth 
of the community. The practice of 
employing women in the saloons of the 
city is also condemned as a violation 
oflaw The officers of9 city and county 
are called upon to abate the evils com- 
plained of. -

Plans for an Immense Heservoir 
Being Diseased. 

PRESCOTT, May 14.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.]

ARRIVAL OF U.5S.S. ALERT FROM 
NICARAGUAN PORTS. 


Three Disenppearing Guns Rendy 
‘for Service at Ballast Point. 


The City Park Offered to the 
Government for Mobolizing 
Troops. 


SAN DIEGO, May 17.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The arrival of the United 
States gunboat Alert yesterday afternoon 
caused quite a flurry. She was seen in the 
offing several miles down the coast, com- 
ing rapidly northward under sail and 
Steam. Her flag was not visible, and being 
half enveloped by her sails it was impos- 
sible to make out by her rig what her na- 
tionaliiy was. She m'ght have been a ,rivat- 
eering Spaniard, for all that could be de- 
termined from shore. 

Lieut. Bennett of Battery D, at the Bal- 
last Point fortifications, was not ready to 
take chances on permitting the strange 
ship entering the harbor, in case she should 
prove to be hostile. So he ordered the men 
to the two 10-inch rifles, with instructions 
to load and be ready to fire at command. 
The men obeyed with the greatest alactrity, 
and were apparently only too giad to get a 
whack at the stranger. In the mean 
time Lieut. Bennett and his brother offi- 
cers kept glasses on the vessel, trying to 
make out her flag. When it was seen t 
she had the Stars and Stripes at the pear, 
the men were ordered from the guns, and 
the excitement subsided. 

e Alert’s arrival was entirely unex- 
pected to the men at the fort, though it is 
said other officers here knew that she was on 
the way up the coast. She comes from San 
Juan del Sur, Nicaragua, wuere she sur- 
veyed the proposed Pacific terminal har- 
bor of the Nicaragua Canal. Capt. Leutze 
and men had been in the dark concerning 

wey’s glorious victory until they ar- 
rived, and the way newspapers and word- 
of-mouth news was devoured was good to 


see. 

Capt. Leutze, after discussing Dewey's 
victory, and asking for further news, gave 
a sketch of his own experiences in soutaern 
waters. “‘We have not had any very ex- 
citing time,’’ he sald, “when we consider 
what is going on in other places. There 
was a little firing, but nobody was hurt, 
and the trouble did not pass beyond ihe 
dignity of an crdinary Central American 
pigmy revoluticn. 

“we left San Francisco on January 11, to 
survey the proposed barbor vt San Juan, 
After doing considerable, wcrk there, and 
on February 14, Ensign ctandley and my- 
self left on horseback fer Rivas, in the in- 
terior, to report to Admral Walker. Oa 
our return we fell in with a tand of insur- 
gents, the periodical re,olution havirg 
broken out, and they took charge of U8, 
and would not peimit us to proc:ed until 
they had effectcd the cupiure cf the town 
of San -Juan. This thcy cid, apparentiy 
without much trouble, and we returned to 
the ship. I allowed a number cf retugee:, 
men as well as women and chiidren, to 
come aboard curing the fight:ng, and th's 
incensed the insurgents. They cpened fire 
Alert with 4 and 5-pourd sacts. ‘une 
shots did not bit us, but fell ull around. 
I did not care to return the ure.

CHINO. 


Sugar Beet Outlook Considerably 
Improved—Other Crops. 

CHINO, May 17. — (Regular Correspond- 
ence.} The rain of Sunday, which amounted 
to 1.28 inches, has done great good to the beets 
now in the ground, while a few hundred 
acres will yet be planted in consequence of 
the storm. The amount to oc planted will 
depend on the continuance of cloudy weather. 


It is believed that an effect of the storm will 


be the increase of the Chino beet crop to 
fully 5000 tons, valued at about $20,000. The 
benefit to other crops, particularly to corm 
and sorghum, planted for stock feed, which 
were not doing well, will also be great, whilie 
a large additional acreage wili be planted. 
Reports to the sugar company are to the 
effect that there was a lignter rainfall to 
other beet-growing sections, but still consid- 
erable benefit was received. It now appears 
that the output of the Chino factory will be 
greater than recent anticipations secm to

TWELVE CABLES. 


Fourteen Thousand Miles in Thirty- 
five Minutes. 

{New York Sun:] News of the fight- 
ing in Manila, on the, other side of 
the earth, travels more than 14,000 
miles, over a dozen or more cables and 
three or more overland wires, before 
it gets to this city. Very few persons, 
among the thousands who watch the 
bulletin boards these days, stop to 
think. when a Manila dispatch is 
posted, that the message was repeated 
over and over again, as it was sent 
from cable office to cable office, in the 
long journey from the Philippine port 
to the American shore, It traveled 
across seas, guifs, bays and straits, 
mountains, valleys and plains. But 
yesterday the news that Commodore 
Dewey was ready to bombard Manila 
was known in this city thirty-five rmin- 
utes in actual time after the British 
operator at Manila opened his key. 
The cables were pushing thing». 

The eastern cables are owned by 
British companies, the Eastern Tele- 
graph Company and the Eastern Ex- 
tonsion, Australia and China Telegraph 
Company. The two companies are con- 
trolled by the same men. Across the 
China Sea, from Hongkong to Cape 
Bolinao, on Luzon Igland, in the Philip- 
pines, a cable was laid in 1880. The 
cable is 529.11 miles long. From Cape 
Bolinao across the island to Manila 
is a telegraph line about one hundred 
miles long. All the news we have re- 
‘ceived from Manila has been first 
telegraphed from Manila to the cable 
station at Cape RBolinao, and from 
there sent on by cable to Hongkong. 

The news that Commodore Dewey 
had demanded the surrender of Manila 
and was about to bombard the city, re- 
ceived yesterday morning, was soon 
afterward followed by a short cable 
dispatch from the office of the East- 
ern Extension Company in London 
reading: 


Manila is interrupted.” 

Only surmises covld be made here as 
to the cause of the interruption. The 
wording of the dispatch led the general 
officers of the telegraph and cable com- 
panies in New York to believe that 
the cable had been extended direct to 
Manila. At the Western Union office 
it was believed that, the bombardment 
of Manila having begun, the telegraph 
office had been deserted, and news of 
the bombardment would be, sent to

Bloom Falling. 

POMONA, May 17.—({Regular 
ence.}] The rains cn May 1 and 15 have 
tended to improve the outjook for deciduous 
fruits.

That the 
interruption had been caused by Com- 
modore Dewey's picking up and cut- 
ting the cable nerth of Cape Bolinao 
was the opinion at the Commercial Ca- 
ble Company's oftice. 

Without the aid of the Cape Bolinao- 
Hiongkong cable, dispatches from Ma- 
nila must be carried by boat across the 
China Sea and there put on the cable 
to the south. From Hongkong to New 
York a message has an interesting 
course. From the Chinese port it is 
first sent down the China Sea over a 
460-mile cable to Saigon in Cochin 
China. Another cable, 620 miles lone, 
conveys it to Singapore, on the Straits; 
or it may be sent to the island of La- 
buan, Borneo, and then to Singapore. 
From Singapore it runs around the Ma- 
lay Peninsula to the island of Penang, 
on the western ccast of Lower Siam, a 
distance of 388 miles. Across the Bay 
of Bengal from Penang to Madras the 
message is repeated on a cable 1198 
miles long. 

In India ‘the message reaches the 
first land telegraph line after leavin: 
the island of Luzon. Across India to 
Bombay the message runs over [00 
miles of wire. Then it is put on a ca- 
ble again to cross the Arabinun fea to 
Aden. on the Gulf of Aden, a distance 
of 1851 miles. Up through the Red fea 
to Suez is another long cable, 1493 :niles 
Again the message goes ev2rland cver 
the 200 miles of wire from Suez.to Alex- 
andria. 

The Mediterranean has no direct ca- 
ble from Alexandria to Gibraltar. The 
message must be sent over a 913-mile 
cable to the Island of Malta, and then 
repeated over the Gibraltar cable, 1126 
miles further. From Gibraltar to Carca- 
vellos, near Lisbon, is a short cable, 
327 miles long, connecting the Med- 
iterranean port with the 856-mile ocean 
cable from Lisbon to Porthcurno. the 
cable station at Land’s End, England. 

Flexen ocean cables connect the Eng- 
lish. Irish and French cable stations 
with America, and the message from 
Manila, upon reaching Land’s End 
may be sent over any of these cables. 
The Western Union’s messages are 
sent from Sennon Cove, neat Land’s 
End, direct to Dover Bay, near Cansgo, 
Nova Scotia, 2531 miles: from there 
they are repeated over the coast cable 
to New York, 888 miles more. Coming 
by this route the message from Manila 
to New York travels over twelve ca- 
bles, having a total length of 13,411 
miles, and three land telegraph lines, 
with a total length of about 900 miles— 
a total distance of 14,211 miles. 

Not all the news from Manila comes 
across the Atlantic direct from Land’s 
End. The Commercial Cable Company’s 
merseges are sent overland frem Land's 
End to London and back to a cable sta- 
tion on the west coast of Englang, 
there to be cabled to Waterville, Tre- 
land. The Commercial ocean cable from 
Waterville to America touches at Can- 
80, Nova Scotia. From there messages 
are sent either by direct cable to New 
York or to Rockfort, near Boston. The 
Anglo-American cable connects Valen- 
tia, Ireland, with Heart’s Content. in 
Newfoundland. 


The Force of a Rifle’ Ballet. 

In the English official regulations for 
1898 it is stated that the mean extreme 
range of the Lee-Metford bullet may be 
taken as about 3500 yards, although 
with a strong wind, 3760 yards have 
been observed. The bullets find their 
way through joints of walls, unless the 
walls are made very fine and set in 
cement. About one hundred and fifty 
rounds concentrated and nearly the 
same spot at 200 yards, will break a 9- 
inch brick wall. Rammed earth gives 
less protection than loose. When fired 
into sand, the bullet is found to be al- 
ways turned aside after it has entered 
a little way. The following thicknesses 
(in inches) are usually mecessary to 
stop the regulation. .303-inch bullet: 
Shingle between boards, 1; hardened 
steel plate, %; good brick work, 9; sack 
of coal, 12; hard dry mud wall, 14; peat 
earth, 60; compressed cotton bales, 22: 
oak, 27; elm, 33; teak, 36; fir, 48; clay, 48.

LOST THEIR JOBS. 


--—-- 


ASSESSOR’S IDLE DEPUTIES SUD- 
DENLY DISCHARGED. 


Horde of Useless Political Heelers 
Let Out After Using Up 
the Funds. 


MORE -POLITICS THAN WORK. 


LEGITIMATE WORK OF THE OF- 
FICE FAR BEHIND. 


County Assessor Summerland Fi- 
nally Realizes That Assessments 
Must Be Made, Even in Cam- 
paign Years. 


A large number of deputies was dis- 
charged from the office of County As- 
sessor Summerland yesterday because 
of a crisis in the affairs of the office. 
These deputies have been employed for 
many weeks, and their most arduous 
labor has been the drawing of. their 
salaries. Many of them were supposed 
to be employed in comparing and copy- 
ing the reports of field deputies, but 
as most of the field deputies were too 
busy doing politics to pay any atten- 
tion to assessing property, the reports 
were meager and required not more 
than an hour each day for comparison 
and copying. While the discharged dep- 
uties, most of whom got their jobs for’ 
political reasons, feel aggrieved and 
are roaring loudly, it seems to be quite 
clear that there was no mistake in let- 
ting them out. The great blunder was 
in hiring them when there was no work 
for them to do. Had the field deputies 
attended to their duties instead of 
working politics, the clerks might have 
been kept busy in the office. But when 
the Assessor himself spent most uf his 
time mending political fences and sel- 
dom put in an appearance at his office, 
the deputies had small incentive to 
serve the county faithfully. John C, 
Wray = - the field deputies, took an 
activ the local politics of 
Santa pont and spent in that pur- 
suit the time that he was paid for 
giving to the work of assessing prop- 
erty. And there were others oz the 
same sort. 

In office deputies, field deputies and 
copyists, the office has had for nearly 
two months not far from 100 peopie 
employed. With this force the work of 
the year ought to be pretty well along. 
There are four grade of deputies, 
drawing $60, $80, $90 and $100 per month 
each. in two months a little army of 
100 at these salaries makes a big hole 
in the appropriations, whether the 
work is done or not. Three-quarters 
of the year’s appropriations for the of- 
fice have been consumed, and unless 
a good many people are mistaken, far 
less than two-thirds of the work has 
been done. In order to get the work 
done a full force would be required 
through May and June, but there is 
not money enough to pay such a 
force, and unless a small number of 
deputies can be induced to do a good, 
honest day’s work for a day’s pay, the 
Assessor is likely to have great diffi- 
culty in discharging his afficial obliga- 
tions to the satisfaction of the people 
of the county. It is said that he tried 
the expedient of scaling down the pay 
of the deputies, but it is doubted that 
many of them will agree to such a 
measure, as their pay is fixed by law, 
and they were there to draw pay, not 
to work if they know it. Some of them 
tried yesterday to sell their claims to 
money-lenders, but could find no buy- 
ers. The Auditor says the Assessor's 
accounts are all straight, but he has 
used up a large part of the appropria- 
tion without accomplishing a corre- 
sponding amount of work, and will 
have to make a radical change in the 
conduct of his office if he expects to 
complete the assessment roll on time. 

An attempt was made to get a state- 
ment from Mr. Summerland last night, 
but he was said to be too ill to talk. 
He has not been in his office for two 
weeks. The actual working deputies 
upon whom the burdens of the office 
actually rest declare’ that they will 
pitch in with a will and pull the As- 
sessor out of the hole that he has 
fallen into through his eagerness to se- 
cure political support for renomination.
